l4th SESSION OF THE CONTRACTING PARTIES TO THE GATT 

The Fourteenth Session of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade (GATT), which closed Saturday, May 30, made important advances to- 
wards reducing barriers to world trade. 

As was announced earlier the Contracting Parties decided at this Session to convene 
a tariff conference commencing in September 1960. The scope of this conference will 
cover four categories of negotiations: 

(1) Negotiations among Contracting Parties for new concessions, as proposed by 
the representative of the United States at the Thirteenth Session; 

(2) Re-negotiations with Member States of the European Economic Community, 
pursuant to Article XXTV 

(3) Any re-negotiations of concessions in the existing schedules which governments 
intend to undertake before the end of the current three year period of firm validity; 

(4) Negotiations with countries wishing to accede to the GATT.

B ORN at the turn of the century in New York City, Walter James Mercer is a familiar figure 
on the international trade scene.

| | NFORTUNATELY, the role of a custom house broker in connection with 


misunderstood. He is the little man, the forgotten man, whose versatile 
talents in connection with imports are not fully appreciated and often over- 
looked. He is the man who supposedly is giyen a set of documents, effects 
customs clearance, lodges a permit at the dock, invoices his client for his services 

and which action finalizes his services in respect to said shipment. 
Let us pause and look into the background of the average customs broker 


today. He does not just happen overnight. 
He usually serves an apprenticeship for 
many years, during which time he has an 
opportunity to acquire knowledge, experi- 
ence and wisdom which is absolutely neces- 
sary in properly servicing an import ac- 
count, due to the numerous and various 
facets of the customs tariff and the reg- 
ulations with which he must be thoroughly 
familiar, in order to properly be of value 
and an asset to an importer. 

After he has been thoroughly indoc- 
trinated in all phases of customs pro- 
cedure, he then makes application to the 
Treasury Department for a custom house 
broket’s license. Following a thorough in- 
vestigation by the Customs Agency Ser- 
vice as to his character, background and 
experience, he is then required to take an 
examination which deals with 11 branches 
of customs, including the various types of 
entries, drawback, liquidations, etc. He 
must then appear before a Board of Ex- 
aminers consisting of the heads of 5 prin- 
cipal divisions of customs at the port of 
examination. Each of the examiners is an 





expert in his own particular division and 
promulgates questions for the applicants 
to answer. 

The results of the examination are sent 
to the Bureau of Customs in Washington, 
together with recommendations of the ex- 
amining committee. In due course, he is 
notified by the Commissioner of Customs 
as to whether he has qualified for a li- 
cense or if his application has been re- 
jected. 

The foregoing may sound rather simple 
and uninvolved, but in reality a full and 
complete knowledge of the customs tariff 
and the customs regulations with all its 
numerous amendments through changes 
in the law and regulations, makes it ab- 
solutely essential for the average broker 
to keep abreast of same, in order that he 
may fully and properly serve his clients 
and at the same time protect the revenue 
of the United States, as by virtue of his 
license, he is “‘quasi-official.” 

He must be well versed in determining 
proper classification and dutiable value.

He must know when charges affecting a 
shipment are dutiable or non-dutiable. He 
must be fully aware of the various com- 
modities subject to quotas. He must like- 
wise be familiar with the Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act; laws and regulations gov- 
erning the importation of alcoholic bever- 
ages and the import requirements of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Post Office, 
Immigration and the Bureau of Ento- 
mology and Plant Quarantine. A very im- 
portant function is that he must be in a 
position to evaluate properly an apprais- 
er’s return, so as to determine whether or 
not an appeal for reappraisement should 
be filed, to protect the interests of his 
client. Likewise, he must ascertain the 
correctnes of the liquidation of an entry, 
so that in the event of exception in classi- 
fication by his client, or where there may 
be a manifest clerical error, a valid pro- 

test may be filed. 

From the foregoing, it can be readily 
realized that the average broker is an 
expert in his own particular field and 
stands ready to aid and assist an importer 
in establishing and promoting that phase 
of international trade devoted to import- 
ers. 

As a rule, the average customs broker 
is also a foreign freight forwarder, so 
that he handles exports as well as im- 
ports and may be said to be truly an 
expert in international trade. 

The business of the foreign freight 
forwarder is somewhat complicated and 
involved but not to the extent of that of 
a customs broker. 

In order properly to serve the shipper, 
he must be thoroughly familiar with 
rates on conference line steamers, both 
contract and non-contract. He must also 
be in a position to judge the advisability 
of using non-conference vessels, and ‘also 
to advise as to the number of ports of 
call by a vessel before it reaches its final 
destination. 

The forwarder must book the space, ob- 
tain permits for acceptance of freight at 
the piers, coordinate out-of-town ship- 
ments to arrive at the pier of the export 
vessel at a time when the freight will be 
acceptable by the steamship company. 

In addition to the preparation of bills 
of lading, export declarations, the foreign 
freight forwarder should be in a position 
to secure insurance, warehouse the mer- 
chandise if necessary, arrange for re- 
packing where required, marking, weigh- 


ing, etc. He usually prepares consular

Installation of centralized traflic control 
on more than 80 miles of Union Pacifie sin- 
gle track between Denver and Carr, Colo., 
has started. Cost of the project will be 
about $2,000,000, and it should be completed 
by the end of 1960, company officials said 
The new installation will tie in with cen- 
tralized traffic control facilities now in use 
between Cheyenne and Laramie, Wyo., and 
extending south to Carr. Involved in the 
project, in addition to installation of the 
intricate signaling system, is extension of 
seven passing tracks to a minimum of 
9,000 feet each Under centralized traffic 
control, all train movements between Den- 
ver and Carr will be controlled by dis- 
patchers at a control board in Denver 
Small lights set in a line map of the track 
on the control board will show the posi- 
tions of trains along the route. By merely 
flipping levers on the board, the operator 
can change the position of track switches 
along the line, thus routing trains over 
either the main line or passing tracks for 
maximum efficiency of operation. Signal 
engineers estimate the use of centralized 
traffic control on single track brings it up

to about 80% of the capacity of double- 
track operation. When the new facilities 
are completed, it will give Union Pacific 
a total of 2,089 miles of centralized traffic 
control on its lines—more than any other 
railroad in the United States 
° 

Improvements in rail tools and methods 
have made it possible to reduce the number 
of operating divisions on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, ©. H. Zimmerman, operating 
vice president, announced. The new organi- 
zation of 10 divisions in place of the pres- 
ent 12 will become effective July 1. Mr. 
Zimmerman said: “Improvements in just 
about every phase of railroad operation, 
and particularly instantaneous communi- 
eations and better transportation, have 
made it possible for supervision to cover 
more territory than in the past, and to 
cover it more effectively. The Illinois Cen- 
tral some years ago had 20 division super- 
intendents and four general superinten- 
dents. Over the years the four positions 
of general superintendents have been elimi- 
nated, and the number of division super- 
intendents has been reduced from 20 to 12. 
This number will now be reduced to 10.”

LEGISLATION 

Your Washington Committee spent Wednesday, June 17th, pounding the marble 
halls of Congress, drumming up support for the industry legislation, and on Thursday, 
the tema attended the hearings on the Thompson Bill, H.R. 5068, with industry amend- 
ments. 

The hearings were indeed short. The meeting was called for 10:30 a.m., and ad- 
journed shortly before eleven o'clock. The only witness heard was Clarence Morse, of 
the Federal Maritime Board. He filed, but was not permitted to read, a statement con- 
demning the bill in general, and particularly recommending that the provisions for pay- 
ment of brokerage be eliminated entirely. Brokerage payments, he claimed, should be 
left to regulation by the F.M.B. 

Under questioning, he repeated his former contention that there were too many 
forwarders, and baldly suggested that by eliminating the payment of brokerage, the 
number would be reduced, because many would go out of business. 

highlight of the hearing came when Morse stated that brokerage on airfreight 
shipments was paid by shippers. This brought loud “Noes” from the audience, and one 
Congressman suggested that some expert in the audience be called. Mr. Harry Barr, 
Chairman of the United Industry Committee on legislation, stood up and corrected Morse’s 
statement. Morse said: “I stand corrected.” 

There was another highlight when a Congressman traced Morse’s opposition to the 
furwarders back to his former law firm (originally Graham & Morse, and now Graham, 
James & Rolfe) which, acting for Pacific Coast Conferences, had always opposed and 
still opposes the payment of brokerage. It was plainly evident that the Subcommittee 
was fully determined to pass legislation favorable to forwarders. 

Congressman Thompson, Chairman or the Subcommittee, announced that his group 
would meet in Exevutive Session the following day, to report out a bill. Harry Barr 
was permitted to file, but not to read, a statement on behalf of the industry. The Execu- 
tive meeting of the Subcommittee was held as scheduled, and a bill was agreed upon. 
This bill, H.R. 5068, substantially adopts industry proposals on brokerage, but adopts 
the original Thompson licensing provisions. 

A meeting of the Steering Committee of the Industry Committee was held on Thurs- 
day, June 25th. All possibilities were explored. After full discussion, it was decided 
that to try to amend the bill in the full House Committee might lead to controversy 
within that Committee and result in killing the bill entirely. Considering also that 
the Subcommittee bill does contain a good clause for payment of brokerage, it was 
further decided that the industry should accept that bill and press for its prompt passage 
through the House. 

The Industry Committee on Legislation is now considering whether it should accept 
the same bill from the Senate, or have introduced in the Senate the Industry Bill. On 
this point, you will be advised as soon as the Industry Committee has made its decision.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


REVISION AND CONSOLIDATION OF 
TARIFF SCHEDULES —The U. 8S. Tariff 
Commission has completed the task of 


drafting its proposals for the revision and 
consolidation of the existing tariff sched- 
ules which the Congress directed it to make 
in the Customs Simplification Act of 1954. 
On June 17, 1959, the Commission issued the 
drafts of the uncompleted portion of this 
task, i.e. the proposed Schedule 6, entitled 
Metals and Metal Products, and Part 2 of 
Schedule 7. In Schedule 6, the Commission 
has included its proposals for the revision 
and consolidation of the classification of 
the ores, metals, metal products, and ma- 
chinery in existing Schedule 3. In Part 2 
of Schedule 7, the Commission has included 
proposed revisions relating to the classifi- 
cation of optical goods; medical and surgi- 
cal instruments and apparatus; scientific 
and professional instruments; and watches, 
clocks, and timing apparatus. 

GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS 
AND TRADE—Another general conference 
for new tariff concessions will begin in 
September 1960 under the auspices of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and 
(GATT). In recent sessions, the contract- 
ing parties to the GATT, including the 
United States, have decided that this con- 


ference will be held in two phases. The 
first phase, opening in September 1960, 
will be given over to re-negotiations of 


existing tariff concessions with the Euro- 
pean Economic Community (i.e. the newly 
formed customs union consisting of France, 
Italy, West Germany, the Netherlands, Bel- 
gium, and Luxembourg). During the sec- 
ond phase, expected to begin in January 
1961, the contracting parties will negoti- 
ate with each other for new tariff con- 
cessions. In addition, during this second 
phase, negotiations will be held with coun- 
tries wishing to acede to the GATT. These 
countries include Israel, Yugoslavia, and 
Poland. 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 
IMPORTED COMMODITIES 
TEXTILE FIBER PRODUCTS IDENTIFI- 
CATION ACT—The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion has issued the Rules and Regulations 
which it will apply in the administration 
of the “Textile Fiber Products Identifica- 
tion Act” on and after March 3, 1960, the 
effective date of the Act. The 32-page 
pamphlet containing these Rules and Regu- 
lations also contains the full text of the 
Act. In general, this Act applies to all tex- 
tile fiber products, except those already 
covered by the Wool Products Labeling Act 
of 1939, and it requires all such products 
to be labeled to show the percentage fiber 
content by weight, if the weight of any 
fiber in the product is 5% or more of the 

total fiber weight of the product. 

Section 9 of the Act requires that all 
textile fiber products subject to it which 
are imported into the United States must 
be stamped, tagged, labeled, or otherwise 
identified in accordance with the Act, and 
that all invoices covering such products 
shall set forth, in addition to the informa- 
tion required under section 484 of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, the fiber content information 
required by the Act and Regulations there- 
under. Any person who falsifies such in- 
formation on consignee’s declaration may 
be prohibited by the Commission from im- 
porting any textile fiber product into the 
United States, unless a suitable bond is 
filed with the Secretary of the Treasury 
conditioned upon compliance with the pro- 
visions of the Act.

SHARP INCREASES IN TRAVEL TO EUROPE 

Expenditures in Burope and the Mediterranean area by United States travelers 
reached $560 million in 1968, 16 percent more than in 1957. European countries received 
38 percent of U. S. travel expenditures in all foreign countries, a larger share than in 

of. 

The rise in expenditures resulted from an increase in the numbers of travelers from 
556,000 in 1957 to 637,000 in 1958. Of these, 419,000 crossed the Atlantic by air, a slightly 
higher proportion than in 1957. For the first time since 1954, the number of sea travelers 
—218,000—was larger than in the preceding year. Air travel to Europe has more than 
doubled over this period.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—TRADE FAIRS 
The Trade Fair Act of 1959 permits the free entry under bond of imported articles 
for exhibition or for use in constructing, installing, or maintaining foreign exhibis at 
fairs designated by the Secretary of Commerce under that Act. 
Page 1581 


in order to provide regulations governing the entry of articles for a fair, their dis- 
position, bonds, customs supervision, and other activities necessary to protect the revenue, 
the Customs Regulations are amended by adding a new Part as follows: 


PART 32—TRADE FAIRS 

32.1 Definitions—(a) The Act.—The term “the Act” means the Trade Fair Act 
of 1959." [T.D. 54836.] 

(b) Fair.—The term “fair” means a fair, exhibition, or exposition designated by 
the Secretary of Commerce purusant to the Trade Fair Act of 1959. 

(c) Fair operator.—The term “fair operator” means the party named by the 
Secretary of Commerce as the operator of the fair. 

(d) Port.—The term “port” means the port at which the fair is to be held or, if 
the fair is not to be held within the limits of a port, the port nearest to the location 
of the fair which is in the same customs collection district as the fair. 

(e) Collector.—The term “collector” means the collector, or deputy collector in 
charge, of the port as defined above. 

(f) Closing date of the fair.—The term “closing date of the fair’ means the date 
designated by the Secretary of Commerce as the date when the fair will close (which 
date is subject to extension by the said Secretary), or, if the fair closes earlier, the 
date on which the fair actually closes. 

(gz) Articles for exhibition—The term “articles for exhibition” includes, but is 
not limited to, pamphlets, brochures, and explanatory material in reasonable quantities 
relating to exhibits at a fair. 

32.2 Invoices; marking; bond.—(a) Articles intended for exhibition under the 
provisions of the Act and valued at over $500 are subject to the usual special customs 
invoice requirements if of a class for which such invoices are required under the 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the regulations in this Chapter. The invoices shall 
be on either customs Form 5515 or on foreign service Form 138 and shall contain 
the information prescribed under section 481 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 

(b) The marking requirements of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the 
regulations promulgated thereunder will not apply to articles entered under the 
regulations in this Part except when such articles are entered for consumption, in 
which case they shall be released from customs custody only upon a full compliance 
with the marking requirements of the tariff act, as amended, and the regulations 
promulgated thereunder. 

(c) The packaging, marking, and labeling requirements of the internal-revenue 
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laws and of the Federal Alcohol Administration Act will not apply to articles entered 
under the regulations in this Part, except (1) that any article failing to comply with 
such requirements shall be conspicuously marked prior to exhibition “Not labeled or 
packaged as required by law—not for sale,” and (2) when any such article is with- 
drawn for consumption, it shall be released from customs custody only upon a full 
compliance with such packaging, marketing, and labeling requirements. 

(d) The fair operator shall furnish for the approval of the collector a bond in 
the following form and in an amount to be determined by the collector: 


“Sec. 1. SHORT TITLE. 

This Act may be cited as the “Trade Fair Act of 1959.” 
“Sec. 2. DESIGNATION OF FAIRS. 

(a) IN GENERAL.—When the Secretary of Commerce is satisfied that the public interest in promoting 
trade will be served by allowance of the privileges provided for in this Act to any fair to be held in the 
United States, he shall so advise the Secretary of the Treasury, designating (1) the name of the fair, 
(2) the place where the fair will be held, (3) the date when the fair will open and the date when 
it will close, ang (4) the name of the cperator of the fair. 

(b) DEFINITIONS.—For purposes of this Act 

(1) The term “‘fair’’ means any fair, exhibition, or exposition designated by the Secretary of 
Commerce pursuant to this section. 

(2) The term “closing date” in the case of any fair means the date designated pursuant to 
subsection (a) (3) as the date when the fair will close, or (if earlier) the date on which such 
fair actually closes. 

(ec) REGULATIONS.—tThe Secretary of Commerce may prescribe such regulations as he deems 
necessary Or appropriate to carry out the provisions of this section. 

“Sec. 3. ENTRY OF ARTICLES FOR FAIRS. 

Any article imported or brought into the United States 

(1) which is in continuous customs custody, covered by a customs exhibition bond, or in a foreign 
trade zone, and 

(2) on which no duty or internal-revenue tax has been paid, may, without payment of any 
duty or internal-revenue tax, be entered under bond under this section for the purpose of exhibition 
at a fair, or for use in constructing, installing, or maintaining foreign exhibits at a fair. 

“Sec. 4. DISPOSITION OF ARTICLES ENTERED FOR FAIRS. 

(a) ENTRY UNDER GENERAL CUSTOMS LAWS, ETC.—At any time before, or within 3 months 
after, the closing date of any fair, any article entered for such fair under section 3 may be sold or 
otherwise disposed of within, or may be removed from, the area of such fair. This subsection shall 
apply only if, before such disposition or removal— 

(1) the article, after the entry for such fair under section 3, has been entered under any 
provision of the customs laws, and 

(2) any applicable duties and internal-revenue taxes are paid on such article in its condition and 
quantity, and at the rate in effect, at the time of such entry as if such article were imported or 
brought into the United States at the time of such entry. 

(b) DISPOSITION WITHOUT PAYMENT OF DUTY.—At any time before, or within 3 months after, 
the closing date of any fair, any article entered for such fair under section 3 may, without the payment of 
any duties or internal-revenue taxes, be— 

(1) exported, 

(2) transferred from such fair to other customs custody status or to a foreign-trade zone. 

(3) destroyed, or 

(4) abandoned to the Government. . . 

(ec) MANDATORY ABANDONMENT TO GOVERNMENT.—If any article entered under section 3 is 
still in customs custody, under such entry, at the expiration of 3 months after the closing date of the 
fair for which it was entered, such article shall thereupon be regarded as an article abandoned to the 
Government and shall be subject to sale or destruction of the article and disposition of the proceeds of 
sale in the manner provided for in sections 491, 492, and 493 of the Tariff Act of 1930. For purposes of 
this subsection, any duties or internal-revenue taxes on the article shall be computed on the basis of its 
condition and quantity at the time it becomes subject to sale. . 

(d) PERIOD FOR PERFORMANCE OF CERTAIN ACTS.—Whenever any article entered under section 3 
is transferred pursuant to subsection (b) (2) or entered under subsection (a), the period prescribed for 
the performance of any act required by the provision governing the status to which the article is 
transferred, or under which the article is entered, -hall run from the date of such transfer or entry. 
“Sec. 5. MARKING, PACKAGING, AND LABELING. , . 

(a) CUSTOMS LAWS.—Articles entered under section 3 shall not be subject’to any marking require- 
ments of the customs laws, except that when any such article is entered for consumption under section 4 it 
shall not be released from customs custody until the marking requirements of the customs jaws have 
been complied with. 
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(b) INTERNAL-REVENUE LAWS, ETC.—Articles entered under section 3 shall not be subject to the 
packaging, marking, or labeling requirements of the internal-revenue laws or of the Federal Alcohol 
Administration Act, except that any such article failing to comply with such requirements 
(1) shall be conspicuously marked prior to exhibition “Not labeled or packeged as required by 
law—-not for sale,” and 
(2) when entered for consumption under section 4, shall not be released from customs custody 
until such packaging, marking, and labeling requirements have been complied with. 
The application of the permit requirements of the Federal Aleohol Administration Act and the occupational 
taxes prescribed by chapter 51 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 shall be determined without 
regard to this Act. 

‘Sec. 6. RESPONSIBILITIES OF FAIR OPERATOR. 

(a) SOLE CONSIGNEE AND IMPORTER.—Each fair operator designated by the Secretary of Com- 
merce pursuant to section 2 shall be deemed the sole consignee and importer of all articles entered 
under section 3 for the fair for which such operator has been designated. 

(b) EXPENSES OF CUSTOMS CUSTODY, ETC.—The actual and necessary customs charges for labor, 
services, and other expenses in connection with the entry, examination, appraisement, custody, abandon- 
ment, destruction, or release of articles entered under section 3, together with the necessary charges for 
salaries of customs officers and employees in connection with the accounting for, custody of, and super- 
vision over, such articles, shall be reimbursed to the United States by the operator of the fair for which 
they are entered. Receipts from such reimbursements shall be deposited as refunds to the appropriation 
from which paid, in the manner provided for in section 524 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(19 U.S.C., sec. 1524). 

“Sec. 7. REGULATIONS. ; 

The Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe such regulations as may be necessary or appropriate to 

carry out the provisions of this Act (other than section 2 thereof).”

WHEREAS, pursuant to the foregoing Act, imported articles may be imported or brought into the 
United States without the payment of duties, taxes, fees, charges, or exactions, for purposes of 
exhibition at the designated fair, or for use in constructing, installing, or maintaining foreign exhibits at 
such fair, under such regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, THE CONDITION OF THIS OBLIGATION IS SUCH, That— 

(1) If the above-bounden principal shall comply in all respects with the provisions of the foregoing 
Act and the regulations issued by the Secretary relating to the exhibition or use of any article imported 
or brought into the United States for the designated fair; and shall receive for exhibition or use at such 
fair only such articles as may be permitted by law and regulations to be deposited therein; and shall 
safely keep or use the same therein all in accordance with the purposes authorized by law, and shall not 
remove, nor suffer to be removed, any article from the fair premises without lawful permit and without 
the presence of the customs officer in charge; 

(2) And if the above-bounden principal shall pay to the collector of customs, when demanded by him, 
all unpaid duties, taxes, fees, charges, or exactions found legally due in connection with all articles 
entered or brought into the United States for the fair under the provisions of the designated Act and 
tharged against this bond; and if in respect of any of the articles released from. customs custody shall 
redeliver or cause to be redelivered to the order of the collector of customs, upon proper demand made at 
any time, any and all articles found not to comply with the law and regulations governing their admis- 
sion into the commerce of the United States, and shall, after proper notice, mark, label, clean, fumigate, 
destroy, export, and do any and all other things in relation to said articles that may be required to 
secure the protection of the revenue and compliance with the Trade Fair Act referred to in the recital 
clause of this obligation and with all applicable customs and related laws; it being expressly understood 
and agreed that the liability under this bond shall extend to all cases where any of the articles entered 
for exhibition or use are lost or stolen, whether or not the said loss or theft shall result from the fault 
of said principab: 

(3) And if the above-bounden principal shall pay monthly to the collector of customs, the actual and 
necessary customs charges for labor, services, and other expenses in connection with the entry, examina- 
tion, appraisement, release, or custody of the imported articles, together with the compensation of the 
customs officers and employees on duty at or assigned to the fair premises in connection with the account- 
ing for, custody of, and supervision over, the articles entered pursuant to the designated Act, including 
overtime compensation of customs officers and employees assigned to duty at night or on Sunday or a 
holiday ; 

(4) And if the above-bounden principal, when an article is entered from the Fair for exportation, 
shall cause the said article to be actually exported from the United States and not relanded therein, and 
if proof of exportation from the United States be furnished to the said collector in the form and within 
the time required by law or regulations, or within any lawful extension of such time; or in lieu of 
exportation, if the said article shall be destroyed or abandoned within the period fixed by law, or, in 
default thereof, if the obligors shall pay to the collector the full amount of duties, taxes, fees, charges, 
and exactions which may be found legally due on the said articles ; A 

(5) And if the said principal shall deliver to the collector of customs all the documents and evidence 
as may be required in connection with the entry of the articles at the designated fair, and in the form 
and within the time required by law or regulations, or any lawful extensions thereof, and shall comply 
with all other requirements of law and regulations; 

Then this obligation shall be void; otherwise to remain in full force and effect.

32.3 Entry; appraisement; procedure.—(a) All entries under the regulations in 
this Part shall be made at the port in the name of the fair operator which shall be 
deemed for customs purposes the sole consignee of the merchandise entered under the 
Act and which shall be held responsible to the Government for all duties and charges 
due the United States on account of such entries; but, in the case of merchandise 
entered under the general customs laws from a fair, the entry may be made in the 
name of any person duly authorized in writing by the fair operator to make such entry. 

(b) Articles to be entered under the regulations in this Part which arrive at ports 
other than “the port,” as defined in this Part, shall be entered for immediate trans- 
portation without appraisement to the latter port in the manner prescribed in Part 18 
of this Chapter. 

(c) Upon the arrival at the port of articles to be entered under the regulations 
in this Part, they shall be entered on a special form of entry to read substantially 
as follows:

(d) Upon such entry being made, the collector shall issue a special permit for the 
transfer of the articles covered thereby to the buildings in which they are to be 
exhibited or used, or, in the discretion of the collector, to the appraiser’s stores for 
examination and subsequent transfer to the buildings in which they are to be ex- 
hibited or used. The articles shall be tentatively appraised prior to their exhibition or 
use. No imported exhibit entered under the regulations in this Part shall be removed 
from or used on the fair premises unless it is first entered in accordance with section 
32.6(a) of this Part, and no imported construction, installation, or maintenance mate- 
rial entered under these regulations shall be removed from the fair premises except in 
accordance with that section; and such exhibits and materials shall be kept segregated 
from domestic articles and from imported articles entered under the provisions of 
the general customs laws and released from customs custody thereunder. 

(e) If for any reason articles imported or brought in for entry under the regu- 
lations in this part are not upon their arrival to be delivered immediately at a fair 
building, the*fair operator should so indicate to the collector in writing, who will 
cause such articles to be placed in a bonded warehouse under a “general order permit” 
at the risk and expense of the fair operator. At any time within one year from the 
date such articles are imported or brought in, they may be entered under these 
regulations for a fair, or entered under the general tariff law, or for exportation. If 
not so entered within such period, they will be regarded as abandoned to the Govern- 
ment. 

(f) Any article imported or brought into the United States which is in continuous 
customs custody, covered by a customs exhibition bond, or in a foreign-trade zone, 
on which no duty or internal-revenue tax has been paid, may be entered under bond 
under the regulations in this Part for the purpose of exhibition at a fair, or for 
use in constructing, installing, or maintaining foreign exhibits at a fair. In each case 
an entry under section 32.3(c) of this Part shall be filed, which entry shall supersede 
uny previous entry. No bond other than that specified in section 32.2 (d) shall be 
required. Articles which have been entered under section 308 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, may not be entered under the regulations in this Part for a fair. 

32.4 Compliance, provisions of Plant Quarantine Act of 1912, and Federal Food, 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act.—The entry of plant material subject to restriction under the 
plant material subject to restriction under the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912, as 
amended (7 U.S.C. 151-164a, 167), shall not be permitted except under permits issued 
therefor by the Plant Quarantine Branch of the Agriculture Research Service, De- 
partment of Agriculture, and in accordance with the plant quarantine regulations. The 
entry of food products shall conform to the requirements of the Federal Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act, as amended (21 U.S.C. 301 et seq.), and regulations issued there- 
under. 

32.5 Detail of customs officers to protect revenue; expense.—(a) The collector 
shall detail an officer to act as his representative at the fair and shall station inside 
the buildings as many additional customs officers and employees as may be necessary 
to properly protect the revenue. 

(b) All actual and necessary charges for labor, services, and other expenses in 
connection with the entry, examination, appraisement, custody, abandonment, de- 
struction, or release of articles entered under the regulations in this Part, together 
with the necessary charges for salaries of customs officers and employees in connec- 
tion with the accounting for, custody of, and supervision over, such articles, shall be 
reimbursed by the fair operator to the Government, payment to be made monthly to 
the collector for deposit to the appropriation from which paid. 
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32.6 Disposition of articles entered for fairs: entry or transfer; destruction; 
abandonment, voluntary or mandatory; exportation.—(a) Any article entered under 
the regulations in this Part may be entered for consumption, for warehouse, or under 
any other provision of the customs laws, or for another fair, or may be transferred to 
other customs custody status or to a foreign-trade zone, or abandoned to the Govern- 
ment, or destroyed under customs supervision, or exported, at any time before, or 
within three months after, the closing date of the fair (including any extension of 
such closing date). Upon entry of such articles under a provision of the customs laws, 
or at the expiration of three months after the closing date of the fair (including any 
extension) in the case of articles not previously entered or transferred, they shall be 
appraised. Such appraisement shall be final in the absence of an appeal to reap- 
praisement, as provided in section 501 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. In the 
case of any article entered under a provision of the customs laws or for another fair, 
or transferred to other customs custody status or to a foreign-trade zone, the period 
prescribed for the performance of any act required by the provision governing the 
status under which the article is entered, or to which it is transferred, shall be 
computed from the date of such entry or transfer. 

(b) At any time before, or within three months after, the closing date of the 
fair, including any extension, any article entered hereunder may be abandoned to the 
Government or destroyed under customs supervision, upon compliance with the regula- 
tions provided for in section 15.4 of this Chapter, so far as applicable in the case 
of articles abandoned under section 563(b) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
or destroyed under section 557 (c) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

(c) Articles which are entered from a fair under the regulations in this Part 
for entry at another fair under such regulations shall be retained in continuous 
customs custody. 

(d) Any article entered hereunder from a foreign-trade zone status of “zone 
restricted merchandise” which is entered for consumption from a fair is subject to 
the provisions of paragraph 1615(f) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended. 

(e) Any article entered under the regulations in this Part which has not been 
entered under a provision of the customs laws or for another fair, exported, or 
transferred to other customs custody status or to a foreign-trade zone, or which has 
not been abandoned to the Government or destroyed under customs supervision, 
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before the expiration of three months after the close of the fair (including extension) 
shall be regarded as abandoned to the Government. Such article shall be subject to 
sale or destruction and the proceeds of sale disposed of in the manner provided in 
sections 491, 492, and 493, of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the regulations 
promulgated thereunder. Any duties or internal-revenue taxes on such article shall 
be computed on the basis of its condition and quantity at the time it becomes subject 


to sale. TARIFF-RATE QUOTA ON CERTAIN WOOLEN TEXTILES 

Presidential Proclamation No. 3285 of April 21, 1959, further amends Presidential 
Proclamation No. 3160, as amended by Presidential Proc lamation No, 8225 (T.D.’s §4212 
and 54550), by providing additional special duty treatment on a limited basis during the 
calendar year 1959, and in each subsequent calendar year, for certain woolen fabrics 
entered for consumption or withdrawn from nakeieaeeee for consumption after the basic 
yearly quota, as announced by the President, on imports for consumption of the fabrics 
described in item 1108 or item 1109(a), Part I, Schedule XX, of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, as supplemented (T.D.’s 51802 and 52739), has been filled. 

The additional special duty treatment (assessment of the ad valorem part of the 
duty at 30 peg centum) will be accorded certain fabrics classifiable under item 1109(a), 
Part I, Schedule XX of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as supplemented, 
which are entered, or withdrawn, for consumption during any calendar year after the 
announced basic quota for that year has been filled. 

The following summarizes the provisions of Proclamation No. 3160, as further 
amended by Proclamation No. 3285, insofar as the additional special duty treatment of 
certain woolen fabrics is concerned: 

(1) Once the basic yearly quota has been filled, there shall be reported to the 
Bureau entries or withdrawals for consumption of the fabrics described below, until 350,- 
600 pounds of such fabrics have been so entered or withdrawn, or until the end of the 
ealendar year: 

Woven fabrics, other than those described in Proclamation No. $225 (T.D. 54550), wholly 

or in chief value of wool of the sheep or hair of the Angora goat— 
weighing over 6 ounces per square yard and having a purchase price* determined from 
the invoice of over $6.50 per pound; or 
weighing over 4 ounces, but not over 6 ounces, per square yore and having a purchase 
price* determined from the invoice of over $7.00 per gound 

(2) Entries and withdrawals for consumption of the fo lowing fabrics accepted dur- 
ing the period after the announced basic yearly quota is filled and before the quota of 
350,000 pounds is reached will be accorded the ad valorem rate of 30 per centum in liqui- 
dation, if the fabrics are in chief value of the fibers and are of the weights and values 
specified: 

Woven fabrics, other than those described in Proclamation No. $225, wholly or in chief 

value of wool of the sheep or hair of the Angora goat— 
weighing over 6 ounces per square yard and valued at over $6.50 per pound; or 
weighing over § ounces, but not over 6 ounces, per square yard and valued at over 
$7.00 per pound. 

Briefly, it may be stated that once the announced basic yearly quota on woolen 
fabrics is filled, the ad valorem part of the duty becomes assessable at the rate of 45 
per centum on all such fabrics entered, or withdrawn, for consumption during the re- 
mainder of that calendar year, unless the fabrics are those described in Proclamation No. 
3225 or those which are the subject of the additional special duty provisions in Proclama- 
tion No. 3285, in which case the ad valorem duty will be 30 per centum. 

Although not subject to the quota provisions of Proclamation No. 3160, as further 
amended, articles provided for in the proviso to paragraph 1111 and articles provided 
for in paragraph 1122 of the Tariff Act of 1930 are subject to the over-quota rate of duty 
when entered or withdrawn for consumption after the related quota has been filled. 
[T.D. 54845.] 

* Proclamation No. 3285 provides that the Collector of Customs will determine the purchase price on 
the basis of the aggregate price, including all expenses incident to placing the merchandise in condition, 
packed ready for shipment to the United States, but excluding transportation, insurance, duty, and other 
charges incident to bringing the merchandise from the place of shipment in the country of exportation 
tu the place of delivery in the United States.

_ Article composed of synthetic fiber braid, doughnut shaped, used in putting up 
chignons or hair rolls, is classifiable under par. 1529(a)(15), as an article ir. part of a 
product provided for in par. 1529(a), but not described elsewhere in par. 1529(a), and 
not classifiable under par. 1529(a) (11), as an article in part of braid not suitable for 
making or ornamenting bonnets, hats, or hoods. (T.D. 54837(7).] 

Balls, cork, 14 inches in diameter with a hole 4 inch in diameter drilled through the 
center of the ball, except for a distance of % inch, where the hole is % inch in diameter, 
beginning approximately 3/16 inch from the top, intended for use solely for fishing tackle 
purposes, classifiable under par. 1535, as fishing tackle, finished or unfinished, n.s.p.f. 
(T.D. 54837(8).] 

Balsa wood in sheets, sanded, the sanding operation being merely a sizing to dimen- 
sions as normally achieved by conventional sawing methods, is classifiable as articles, 
manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558, following the decision of the 
United States Customs Court in C.D. 2013 on sanded pine paneling. [T.D. 54849(1).] 

Banding, paper, and fastener, steel.—A %-inch wide banding composed of individual 
strands of wound paper glued together to form a flat strip, used in packaging and crating 
merchandise, classifiable as other manufactures in c.v. of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413, 
Metal fasteners 15/16 inch in length by % inch in width, fitting over the banding and 
which are crimped to tie the ends of the paper banding together, classifiable as a manu- 
factured article, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54837(9).] 

Basket, sabal, with leather handles and straps with metal buckles, approximately 16 
inches deep and 11 inches in diameter classifiable according to component material of c.v.; 
as baskets, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of palm leaf under par. 411, or as manufactures in c.v. of 
leather, n.s.p.f., under par. 1531. [T.D. 54837(10).] 

Boomerang.—Lightly constructed plastic boomerang of the type used for the amuse- 
ment of children, classifiable as a toy, n.s.p.f., other, under par. 1513. [T.D. 54837(11).] 

Brushes, nail, with wood handles approximately 4 inches long and 1% inches wide 
classifiable as other toilet brushes under par. 1506. [T.D. 54837(12).] 

Candlestick, brass, having the appearance of a flower head made of brass petals ar- 
ranged in a circular fashion around a sharp spike for impaling a candle, is classifiable 
as an article, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of artificial leaves, flowers, fruits, stems, etc., under 
par. 1518, and subject to the import tax on the copper content under section 4541. [T.D. 
54837 (13).] 
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invert sugar, 30.2% dex- 
42.8% of water and undetermined impurities and which is used 
in foundries to produce a hardened core without the necessity of baking, not being simi- 
lar in use to any enumerated dutiable article, classifiable as a nonenumerated manufac- 
tured article, n.s.p.f., under par.

“Cecoset” a liquid material composed of 18% sucrose, 4.2%

Chain, aluminum, anodized, approximately % inch in diameter and in 100 meter 
lengths, classifiable under par.

Ti- 
tanium dioxid&*(both rutile type and anatase type) is classifiable under the provision 
for compounds and mixtures containing titanium in par. 89. [T.D. 54854(3).] 

Ciders, apple and pear, and so-called cider, derived from a mixture of apple juice and 
cherry juice, all the foregoing containing preservatives and from 3.2 to 7% by volume of 
alcohol. Apple cider and pear cider permitted under Internal Revenue regulations to be 
labeled and sold as cider are classifiable as cider under par. 738. Effervescent apple or 
pear cider required to be labeled as “sparkling (or carbonated) apple (or pear) wine” is 
classifiable under the provision for all other sparkling wines in par.

Circles, aluminum, classifiable as aluminum in circles urder par. 374. [(T.D. 54837(17).] 

Cleaning kit, suede, consisting of polyurethane sponge and block of suede cleaner. 
Polyurethane sponge is dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures wholly or in c.v. 
of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537(b). Block of suede cleaner composed of 50% 
vuleanized fatty oils (factice) and 50% fine sand and other siliceous material, not being 
similar in use to any enumerated dutiable article, is classifiable as an article manufac- 
tured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558 [T.D. 54849(2).] 

Cloth, rubber, for cleaning suede type leather, is classifiable as a manufacture wholly 
of india rubber, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537(b). [T.D. 54849(3).] 

Cobalt 60, international container and lead and brass drawer for beam therapy unit 
and gamma radiography device, imported installed in unit.—International container and 
drawer classifiable as entirety with unit in which they are installed. See T.D. 54698(13). 
Cobalt 60 source, since it is readily removable from international container, without in- 
jury to such container, classifiable as radioactive substitute under par 1749. (T.D. 
54842(1).] 

Coffee pulpers; coffee mechanical driers; coffee hullers or shellers.—Coffee pulpers, 
machines which eliminate the outer skin of the coffee cherry and separate the coffee beans 
contained therein, and coffee mechanical driers, machines which dry the coffee beans after 
washing, said machines being hand operated or mechanically powered, used on coffee 
farms in the harvesting of the coffee bean, classifiable under par. 1604, as agricultural 
implements, n.s.p.f Coffee hullers or shellers, machines which remove the parchment 
from the green coffee bean, not used on coffee farms by coffee farmers, but in establish- 
ments by individuals or firms who purchase parchment coffee from coffee farmers, classi- 
fiable under par. 372, as machines, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54842(2).] 

Collages, works of art consisting of “paintings in fabric” by an English artist known 
as “Beldy,” produced by the pasting, stitching, etc., of various pieces of colored cloth 
onto a textile background, with some portions of the picture possibly being shaded in 
with paint to add to the artistic effect, classifiable as works of art, n.s.p.f., under par. 
1547(a). [T.D. 54854(5).] 

Colors, organic dry, known as “Red Lake C #2504” and “Calcium Red #2301,” used in 
the manufacture of printing inks and consisting of mixtures composed essentially of a 
coal-tar pigment color, calcium carbonate, and rosin soap, classifiable under par. 28(a), 
as mixtures in part of coal tar color. [T.D. 54837(18).] 

Comb and brush. Combination articles. Toys.—A brush and comb combination, inex- 
pensive and of light construction with comb made of polystyrene attached in slot dn back 
of the brush, and brush having a polyethylene head with eleven parallel rows of bristle-

like protuberances, is classifiable according to component parts as being susceptible to 
use as a toilet article. The brush is classifiable as other toilet brushes under the pro- 
vision in par.

Combination pistol-rifle consisting of a complete pistol and a rifle minus an action, 
the pistol minus its barrel capable of being fitted to serve as the rifle action, classifiable 
as two separate tariff entities: the pistol as pistols under par. 366, and the rifle minus an 
action as a rifle without a lock or locks or other fittings under par. 365. [T.D. 54837(19).] 

Coolant additive known as Wisura 2248, an aqueous solution composed of tri- 
ethanolamine and inorganic salts, in c.v. of triethanolamine, is classifiable as a mixture 
in «.v. of triethanolamine under par. 2. [T.D. 54854(7).] 

Cream, sterilized, in air-tight containers, containing 20.2 or 23% butterfat, is classi- 
fiable as fresh cream under par. 707. [T.D. 54842(3).] 

Dental prosthesis, consisting of a steel suction valve and plastic cup installed in den- 
tures to increase their holding power, and which become a component of the denture, 
classifiable as articles n.s.p.f., manufactured, composed of steel, under par. 397, and not 
as dental instruments under par. 359 A brass plug, steel pin, and “U” lead chain sold 
with the suction valve and used only by the dentist or dental technician to mount the 
suction valve and create a vacuum chamber in the denture classifiable as dental instru- 
ments under par. 359. [T.D. 54849(4).] 

Dipyrone (methampyrone) (sodium methyl aminophenyl-dimethyl pyrazolone- 
methane-sulfonate) a drug of coal-tar origin also known by the names Novaldin, methyl- 
melubrin, and Novalgin, classifiable as a coal-tar medicinal under pr. 28(a). (T.D. 
54837 (20).] 

Door and window grills, gates, railings, ornamental, wrought iron, classifiable as 
articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured wholly or in c.v. of iron under par. 397. 
[T.D. 54837 (21).] 

Fabric, narrow, of types used in making stripes on military uniforms, if in c.v. of 
tinsel wire or metal thread is classifiable as woven fabrics in c.v. of tinsel wire or metal 
thread under par. 385, and, if in c.v. of nylon is classifiable as fabrics (except ribbons) 
with fast edges, not over 12 inches wide, not Jacquard figured, wholly or in c.v. of syn- 
tnetic textile under par. 1308. [T.D. 54842(4).] 

Fencing, bamboo, composed of %-inch slat outside peel, 6 feet high and 50 feet long, 
bound with galvanized wire every 6 inches, is classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., partly manu- 
factured of bamboo, under par. 409. [T.D. 54854(8).] 

Fenders, boat, consisting of pieces of cotton-dacron fire hose 14 or 18 inches long 
filled with tennis balls and rubber filings with a closure at each end of cotton and a 
metal grommet, if in c.v. of cotton, are classifiable as manufactures of cotton, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 923. [T.D. 54837(22).] 

Filaments, synthetic, crimped.—Crimped filaments 24 inches in length composed of 
synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type), classifiable as filaments of rayon or other 
synthetic textile, not over 30 inches in length, under par. 1302. [T.D. 54854(9).] 

Floor tile composed of a colored synthetic resin (polyvinyl chloride type) containing 
no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to other linoleum under par. 1020. 
('.D. 54837(23).] 
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Foam compound, mechanical, for extinguishing fires, an aqueous solution of hydro 
lized protein material containing no coal-tar product and not having a definite chemical 
composition, known as Schaumgeist 3% liquid mechanical foam compound, and not simi- 
lar in use to any enumerated dutiable article, is classifiable as a nonenumerated manu- 
factured article under par. 1558. [T.D. 54849¢5).] 

Footwear, house slippers, “Norwegian cabin-shoes,” leather, moccasin slip-on style, 
not of the Indian handicraft type, having a separate sole and a raised heel, chiefly used 
for wear indoors, classifiable as footwear, wholly or in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., slippers 
for housewear, under par. 1530(e). [T.D. 54837(24).] 

Footwear, rubber-soled, of a high cut blucher type with front strap and buckle 
closure, having an upper with an outer surface of a viscose rayon flock which adheres to 
a woven rayon textile and an outer sole of rubber compound of approximately 1l-inch 
thickness, classifiable under the provision for footwear, the uppers of which are wholly 
or in c.v. of animal hair, cotton, fiber, ramie, rayon or other synthetic textile, silk, wool, 
or substitutes for any of the foregoing, with soles wholly or in c.v. of india rubber or 
substitutes for rubber, in par. 1530(e), the applicable rate of duty being based upon 
the American selling price when the competitive factors required by T.D. 46158 are 
present. [T-.D. 54842(5).] 

Footwear, rubber-soled sneaker-type, the outer surface of the vamp being of canvas 
and the outer surface of the quarter being of leather, the canvas of the vamp and the 
leather of the quarter being backed by a fabric not substantial enough to comprise an 
upper of itself but being in the nature of a lining, assuming that the greater area of 
the outer surface of the upper is in c.v. of leather and the upper as well as the entire 
shoe is in c.v. of leather, is classifiable as footwear in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., other, under 
par. 1530(e). The leather outer surface of the upper is not superimposed within the 
meaning of par. 1530(e). [T.D. 54837(25).] 

Frames, counting, bead, known as “Abaci” for amusement of children, having a num- 
ber of beads strung on metal wires arranged horizontally and numbered to 10 along one 
or both of the wood sides, with or without slates, are classifiable as toys, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1513. [T.D. 54842(6).] 

Fungicidal smoke pellets and generators, known as Fumite TCNB (Tecnazene) smoke 
pellets and smoke generators, consisting of a mixture composed in part of 2, 3, 5, 6 
tetrachloronitrolbenzene classifiable under par. 27(a) (4) (5), as a mixture consisting in 
whole or in part of products provided for in par. 27. [(T.D. 5 7 (26).) 

Glass, cast, colored, in pieces approximately 8 inches by 8 inches in size and \% inch 
thick, in various colors, cut after importation for use in mosaic work, classifiable as 
glass, n.s.p.f., under par. 230(d). [T.D. 54854(10).] 

Glass, plate, enameled, untempered, a structural glass used as exterior facing, classi- 
fiable as plate glass, colored, under par. 222(d) and 224, unless imported in sizes normally 
used as tiles or tiling, in which case such glass is classifiable as enamel glass tiles or 
tiling under par. 231. [T.D. 54842(7).] 

Glass, sheet, grey-tinted, approximately 3/16 inch thick and weighing more than 16 
ounces per square foot, not ground or polished and not obscured by the coloring, classi- 
fiable as sheet glass, by whatever process made, and for whatever purpose used, under 
par. 219, plus additional duty under par. 224 by reason of the coloring of the glass. 
[T.D. 54842(8).] 

Globes, plastic, representative of the world, of inflatable vinyl, mounted on light 
weight black strap iron stands having three prong legs are classifiable when in c.v. of a 
synthetic resin containing a filler under the provision for manufactures in c.v. of any 
product of which a synthetic resin is the chief binding agent, under par. 1539(b). If in 
c.v. of synthetic resin containing no filler material, they are dutiable at the rate appli- 
cable to manufactures of papier mache under par. 1403. [T.D. 54842(9).] 

Gammacell irradiator; cobalt 60 source, and device for holding cobalt 60 in irradiator, 
imported separately or assembled in irradiator.—-Gammacell irradiator classifiable as 
laboratory apparatus under par. 360. Cage-like device of metal designed to hold cobalt 60 
source in irradiator classifiable as an integral part of the irradiator. Cobalt 60 classi- 
fiable as entirety with cage-like device and irradiator or separately under par. 1749, de- 
pending on whether the cobalt 60 is readily removable from cage-like device without 
injury to such device. [T.D. 54837(27).] 

Grass, imitation, made of crepe paper backing with grass facing effect of sisal fiber, 
is classifiable according to component material of c.v. If the article is in c.v. of crepe 
paper it is classifiable as a manufacture of paper, n.s.p.f., under par.'1413, and is dutiable 
at the rate applicable thereto, but not less than the rate applicable to paper commonly 
or commercially known as crepe paper provided for in par. 1404. If in e«.v. of the sisal 
fiber, it is classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of sisal fiber under par. 1023. [T.D. 
54854(11).] 
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Half hose, cotton, with reinforced nylon heel and toe, manufactured in one operation 
on knitting machine, classifiable as half-hose, seamless, wholly or in ec.v. of cotton, made 
wholly or in part on knitting machines, under par. '916(a), and subject to additional 
duty on any cotton contained therein having a staple length of 1% inches or more under 
par. 924. [T.D. 54837(28).] 

Handbag; belt, embroidered.—Handbags, ornamented with trimming embroidered on 
mixed velvet by means of gold or silver coated copper wire and measuring 8 by 5 inches, 
are classifiable as articles in c.v. of bullion in part trimming under par. 1529(a) (17). 
Belts, matching, similarly + ine ance Fr are classifiable as wearing apparel in c.v. of 
bullion in part trimming under par. 1529(a)(17). [T.D. 54854(12).] 

Handbag, plastic and metal, with the plastic material for the exterior and interior 
lining of the bag consisting of polyvinyl chloride synthetic resin containing no filler 
material and the frame made of metal, is classifiable, when in c.v. of the metal frame, 
as an article designed to be carried on or about the person under par. 1527(c). If in c.v. 
of the plastic material it is dutiable at the rate applicable to leather bags under par. 
1531. [T.D. 54837(29).] 

Handle, dental instrument, made of stainless steel and measuring 45% inches long 
with threaded recess for receiving dental mirrors, probers, etc., is classifiable under the 
provision for parts of dental instruments in par. 359. [T.D. 54849(6).] 

Handrail, plastic, composed of polyviny] chloride containing no filter, dutiable at the 
rate applicable to manufacctures in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412. [T.D. 54849(7).] 

Hat, in chief value of woven rayon, with straw brim and rayon crown, back- piece, 
and ties, and not in part of braid, trimming, ornament, or other fancy needlework, is 
classifiable as wearing apparel, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile as 
defined in Public Law 85-645 under par. 1311. [T.D. 54854(13).] 

Husks, corn, cut at one end for removal from the ear, trimmed at the other end at 
random lengths to meet requirements of the Food and Drug Administration, not sorted 
as to length or width, are classifiable as vegetable substances, crude or unmanufactured, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1722. [T.D. 54837(30).] 

Ingots, casting, containing 75 to 86% copper, 2.5 to 5.5% tin, 4.5 to 7.25% lead, 
4.5 to 16% zinc, and small amounts of nickel, iron, antimony, silicon, sulphur, and phos- 
phorus, classifiable as composition metal of which copper is the material of c.v., under 
par. 1657, and subject to import tax on the copper content under section 4541. 
(T.D. 54837 (31).] 

Insulation cork, in block or slab form measuring 36 inches by 24 inches by 12 inches, 
composed of cork bark and cork waste which are ground, compressed under pressure and 
baked at high temperatures, chiefly used for insulation purposes, either by cutting into 
pipe coverings or slicing into special board thicknesses, classifiable under par. 1511, as 
cork insulation wholly or in c.v. of cork, cork waste, or granulated or ground cork, in 
blocks or slabs. [T.D,. 54849(8).] 

Irrigation system, chiefly used in the United States for agricultural irrigation is 
classifiable as an agricultural implement under par. 1604. Piping consisting of thin-walled, 
galvanized steel pipes with integral quick-coupling devices, and sprinkler heads for non- 
agricultural irrigation systems are classifiable as afticles, n.s.p.f., manufactured in c.v. of 
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steel, under par. 397. Diesel pumping units of general application are classifiable as 
machines, n.s.p.f., under par. 372 and also subject to import tax under section 4541, if in 
‘ of copper cr containing 4 or more of copper by weight. ['T.D. 54854 (14).] 

Kitchenware article, “Whipmaster,” Used primarily for whipping foods, consisting of a 
clear polystyrene tumbler (capacity approximately one pint), a white polystyrene egg 
separator which fits the top of the tumbler and a white polystyrene plunger which fits 
into the tumbler and is used for whipping, dutiable as an entirety at the rate applicable 
o an aluminum kitchen utensil under par. 339. [T.D. 54854(15).] 

Knives, “Kukri” or “Gurkha,” made of single steel blade 12 inches long and slightly 

curved with horn handle, decorated by engraving, are classifiable as swords under par. 
363 L[T.D. 54837 (32).] 
; Labeling dispenser, made of steel and chromium, 9% inches high, 85g inches wide, and 
in length 13 inches, with a reel-type operation for drawing by means of a geared electric 
motor, label reels up to 6 inches in width (either single or multiple labels) across a 
heated top plate, is classifiable under the provision for articles having as an essential 
feature an electrical element or device, under par. 353. [T.D. 54837(33).] 

Labels, woven, wholly or in c.v. of silk or synthetic textile, made directly from 
yarn in a single continuous process, designed so that they have no other use than to be 
cut between the designs and used as labels, and not first made into a fabric with fast 
edges and theg,into labels are, when in c.v. of silk classifiable under par. 1211, as manu- 
factures in c.v. of silk, n.s.p.f., and, when in c.v. of synthetic textile as defined in par. 1313, 
classifiable under par. 1312 as manufactures in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile. 
(T.D. 54837 (34).] 

| Lamps, kerosene. Toyo caps.—Small kerosene lamps made of tin plate and designed 
for patios, mantels, walls and for home use for emergency light or as a night lamp, is 
classifiable as a household utensil, n.s.p.f., under par. 339. Toyo caps composed of paper 
and chip are classifiable according to component material of c.v. If in c.v. of paper, they 
are Classifiable as manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1413, or, if in ¢.v. of chip, as 
a manufacture of chip, n.s.p.f., under par. 1537. [UT.D. 54837(35).] 

Locks, door, with handles and operating on spring actuated bolts drawn by mechanism 
of spring loaded retractors through spindle or tubular hubs, are classifiable under the 
provision for all other locks or latches of pin tumbler or cylinder construction in par. 384. 
Lock set parts are classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of iron, 
steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum under par. 397 (T.D. 54854(16).] 

Lubricant, composed of sulphated sperm oil, mineral oil, and organic stabilizers, 
known as Lankrol TCM, used as rayon tire cord lubricant, is classifiable as a combination 

oils, with or without other substances, not containing alcohol, n.s.p.f., under par. 57, 

nd also subject to import tax as a lubricating oil under 4521 (3). [(T.D. 54854(17).] 

Lumber, door components, lauan, made with straight cut edges, not further processed 
tnan sawed and planed, of a required length, width, thickness and grade, in sizes not 
considered advanced beyond lumber, is classifiable free of duty under par 18031). 
('.D. 54837¢16).] 

Machine glazed sulphite paper weighing per square meter 22, 25, 30, and 50 grams 
respectively, classifiab.e under par. 1404, as tissue paper over 6 but under 10 pounds per 
ream of 288,000 square inches. [T.D. 54837(37).] 

Media, bacteriological, containing from .0004% to .00267% of coal tar dye or color, 
present in the media to impart desired qualities to the media, is classifiable under the 
provisions for mixtures, including solutions, consisting in part of coal tar dyes and colors 
under par. 28(a). [T.D. 54849(9).] 

Mesh, hexagonal, of steel, iron, or monel, used with concrete to form wall linings, 
ete., classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of 
iron, steel, or other metal, but not plated with platinum, gold, or silver, or colored with 
gold lacquer, under par. 397. Merchandise of monel is further subject to import tax under 
section 4541, Internal Revenue Code, 1954, by reason of copper content. [T.D. 54849 (10).] 

Metahexamide, chemically 1-(-3-Amino-p-Tolysulfonyl)-3-Cyclohexylurea, used thera- 
peutically as an oral anti-diabetic agent, classifiable under par. 28(a) as a medicinal 
derived in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 54837 (38).] 

Metal, high purity.—Bismuth in material form containing not more than 1 part per 
million of impurities is classifiable as bismuth under par. 377. Cadmium in material form 
-ontaining not more than 1 part per million of impurities is classifiable as cadmium under 
par. 378. Lead containing not more than 10 parts per million of impurities in cast bar 
form, in shot form, and in rolled form commercially known as sheets, is classifiable under 
par. 392 as lead in bars, lead shot, and lead in sheets, respectively. Lead containing not 
more than 10 parts per million of impurities in rolled form commercially known as strip, in 
cast rod form, and in powder form, is classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of lead under 
par. 397. Silver, having not more than 1 part per million of impurities, in bar, rod, and 
shot form, dedicated other than for a specific use, is classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. 
of silver, under par. 397. Tin in cast bar form having not more than 10 parts per million of 
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impurities is classifiable as tin in bars under par. 1786. Zine containing not more than 3 
parts per million of impurities in strip, cast rod, or shot form is classifiable as articles, 
n.s.p.f., in c.v. of zinc under par. 397 and if in sheet form, classifiable as zinc in sheets 
under par. 394. [T.D. 54837 (39).] 

Methylmetacrylate monomer; trichloromonofiuoromethane; dichlorodifiluoromethane; 
polystyrene based anion and cation exchange resins.—Methylmetacrylate monomer classi- 
fiable as an ester n.s.p.f., under par. 37. Trichloromonofluoromethane and dichlorodi- 
fluoromethane classifiable as chemical compounds, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Polystyrene based 
anion and cation exchange resins classifiable under par. 28(a) as coal-tar synthetic resins 
or resin-like products. [T.D. 54854 (18).] 

Muffler, known as “Elastomuffle” for marine engines, composed of synthetic rubber 
and in part of carbon, classifiable as articles in part of carbon under par. 216, and not as 
parts of motor beats under par. 370, or as a manufacture wholly or in c.v. of gutta-percha 
or india rubber, or both, under par 1537(b). [T.D. 54854 (19).] 

Net, visca, knitted, used in the manufacture or adornment of women’s hats, is classi- 
fiable as wearing apparel in c.v. of synthetic textile, n.s.p.f., under par. 1311. 
LT.D. 54849 (11).] 

Office paste; paste brush.—Office paste consisting chiefly of partially dextrinized starch 
with small amounts of an aromatic substance and formaldehyde as a preservative, in the 
absence of an enumerated dutiable article similar in use, classifiable under par. 1558, as 
an article manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f. Small paste brush classifiable as a 
hair pencil in quill or otherwise under par. 1506. [T.D. 54849 (12).] 

Oil, Cypress, an essential oil distilled from the leaves of Cupressus or related plants 
classifiable under par. 58, as an oil, distilled or essential, not compounded or mixed with or 
containing alcohol, n.s.p.f. [T.D. 54842 (10).] 

Opener, bottle and can, steel, which measures 3% inches long by % inch wide with a 
can opener and bottle opener at the respective ends of the object, is classifiable as a 
household utensil made of steel under par. 339. [T.D. 54842 (11).] 

Orang juice and pulp.—Concentrated orange juice is classifiable as other concentrated 
citrus fruit juice under par. 806(b). Concentrated orange juice to which has been added 
sufficient pulp to make the resultant product a product commercially known as orange 
pulp is classifiable as orange pulp under par. 752. [T.D. 54837 (40).] 

Paper, grease-proof, described as bleached, glazed, supercalendered opaque kraft 
paper and bleached, glazed, supercalendered, opaque sulphite paper imported in jumbo rolls 
for manufacture of bags, classifiable as grease-proof paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1405. 
[T.D. 54837 (41).] . - 

Paper materials. Ribbed sulphate paper laminated with asphalt, approximately 0.005 
inch thick, classifiable under par. 1409 as sulphate wrapping paper, n.s.p.f. Plain sulphate 
paper laminated with asphalt, approximately 0.019 inch thick, having a bursting strength 
over 60 pounds per square inch by the Mullen test, classifiable under par. 1413, as 
container or test board of a bursting strength over 60 pounds per square inch by the 
Mullen test [T.D. 54842 (12).] ‘ 

Paper, plain bristol board stock, white, 8% x 11 and 0.0115 inches thick scored across 
the middle parallel to the 8% inch edges to facilitate folding, with one corner perforated 
to permit tearing off a card 3% x 5% inches, classifiable as other manufactures of paper, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 1413, rather than as printing paper, n.s.p.f., under par. 1401. [T.D. 
54842(13).] , ; 

Parquet flooring, in squares or blocks, one type, consisting of pieces of wood of vary- 
ing shapes and color glued together to form a geometrical design, another type having 
a base of pieces of pine wood glued together to which are laminated four squares of 
face wood approximately 4 inch thick and having a flower design of blond wood inlaid 
in the center of the block as a whole, the samples having grooves on all four edges, 
classifiable as manufactures of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412 {T.D. 54854(20).] 

Parts, electric fan, nylon.—Blades and housings for household type electric fans 
molded from nylon plastic which does not contain a filler material, dutiable at the rate 
applicable to metal parts of electric fans under par. 353. [T.D. 54849(13).] 

Paste, laundry, paper, in sheet form 2% by 4% inches, consisting of a mixture of 
sodium carboxymethyl cellulose and a fluorescent white coal tar dye, used to starch 
clothing and other materials classifiable as a mixture in part of a coal-tar dye under 
par. 28. [T.D. 54854(21).] 

Pearls, imitation, solid glass in imitation stone shapes, pearlized or covered with 
pearl essence, the backs pierced with self-shank holes large enough for a sewing needle 
to pass through, used as buttons, are classifiable as fancy buttons, n.s.p.f., with a fish 
scale or similar to fish scale finish under par. 1510. [T.D. 54849(14).] 

Pentachlorophenol, crystalline, technical grade, classifiable under par. 27(a), as a 
product which is obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from any of

the products provided for in par. 27 or in par. 1651. [T.D. 54837(42).] 
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Pictures; wood frames, musical units.—Pictures lithographically printed and then 
pressed to effect an imitation oil painting are classifiable as pictures in c.v. of paper 
lithographically printed, mounted, over 0.020 inch thick under par. 1406. Wood frames, 
with or without a musical unit incidental to the wood frame and capable of playing 
holiday music, are classifiable as picture frames under par. 412. [T.D. 54842(14).] 

Place mats, linen, classifiable as manufactures wholly or in c.v. of flax, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 1023. [T.D. 54887(43).] 

Polyvinyl alcohol and polyvinyl! butyral are classifiable as synthetic resins made in 
c.v. from vinyl acetate under par. 2 (T.D, 54854(22).] 

Publications; gratuitous private cireulation.—A publication entitled “Highway 
Evangelist,” a four page religious type publication containing no advertising matter, 
published monthly and distributed free to transport drivers, classifiable as publications 
of individuals for gratuitous private circulation not advertising matter, free of duty 
under par. 1629(a). [T.D. 54837(44).] 

Pumps, fire, single stage, centrifugal type, of aluminum alloy, motivated by a 4-cyl- 
inder side valve water-cooled, carburetor-type engine, designed for fire protection of 
schools, farms, hospitals, factories, etc., classifiable as machines, n.s.p.f., under par 372. 
[T.D. 54842(15).] 

Purity meter, electric, metal, which is designed to indicate the purity of aviation fuel 
by use of th@ ‘scattered light principle, and consisting of a pick-up and indicating as- 
sembly equipped with meter, is classifiable as an article in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., having 
as an essential feature an electrical element or device, under par. 353. [T.D. 54842(16).] 

Pyridoxine hydrochloride (vitamin B-6) not containing coal tar substances or sub- 
stances naturally found in coal tar classifiable as chemical compounds, elements, and 
salts, medicinal preparations, and combinations and mixtures of any of the foregoing, 
n.s.p.f., other, under par. 5, if ready for administration without further processing, except 
for addition of a diluent or carrier. If as imported processing beyond addition of a 
diluent or carrier is necessary to bring it to a condition ready for administration, it is 
classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54842(17).] 

Raincoat, plastic; garment bag, plastic.—Raincoat made of clear or colored polyvinyl! 
hloride containing no filler material, dutiable at the rate applicable to raincoats in c.v. 
of rubber under par. 1537(b). Garment bags made of polyvinyl chloride containing no 
filler material dutiable at the rate applicable to manufactures wholly or in c.v. of cotton, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 923. [T.D. 54854(23).] 

Rugs, wool.—Wool rag rugs marked “Country Modern” and “Rancho Modern,” made 
of wool rags or woolen paper mill felt, and reversible chenille rugs in c.v. of wool called 
“Meadowtred,” classifiable as fioor coverings wholly or in c.v. of wool, n.s.p.f., under par. 
1117(c). [T.D. 54837(45).] 

(1) Saw, power chain. (2) Constructive segregation.—A power chain saw consisting 
of a narrow bar with roller bearing nose around which is mounted a cutting chain saw 
powered by a carburetor type engine integral thereto, classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 372. The cutting chain, if containing over 0.2% of chromium, molybdenum, 
or tungsten, or over 0.1% of vanadium, would be separately classifiable as a cutting tool 
of any kind under par. 352. [T.D. 54837(46).] 

Sea urchins in salt are classifiable as other shellfish, prepared or preserved in any 
manner, n.s.p.f., under par. 1761. [T.D. 54842(18).] 

Scissors, folding; sheaths therefor, designed to be carried in pocket.—Folding scissors 
are classifiable as scissors under par. 357. Leather sheaths for folding scissor designed 
to be carried in pocket are classifiable as flat leather goods under par. 1531. Similar 
plastic sheaths containing a filler would be classifiable as manufactures wholly or in c.v. 
of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding 
agent under par. 1539(b). If such plastic sheaths do not contain a filler, they would be 
dutiable at the rate applicable to flat leather goods under par. 1531. [T.D. 54837(47).] 

Serew, cap; nut.—Hexagon head fastener with a washer face, and shank approxi- 
mately eight inches long, known in the trade as a cap screw, classifiable as a screw other 
than wood screw under par. 397. Nut accompanying a cap screw is separately classifiable 
under par. 330 as a nut of wrought iron or steel. [T.D. 54821 (41).] 

Screws, miniature, of standard dimensions and threading used for a variety of pur- 
poses, including spectacle frames, classifiable as screws, other than wood screws, having 
shanks or threads not over 24/100 inch in diameter, under par. 397. Such screws when of 
a type designed for and chiefly used as parts of spectacle frames are classifiable as parts 
of spectacles, and frames for the same, under par. 225. [T.D. 54821 (42).] 

Scientific equipment.—Tomophotometer and metal parts thereof, chronophotometer 
and metal parts thereof, electronic exposure meter, ion gun, 10 kilovolt power supply for 
ion gun, and ion source are classifiable under the provision for laboratory and scientific 
apparatus, appliances, instruments, utensils, and parts thereof, in c.v. of metal, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 360; glass parts for these articles are classifiable as scientific articles and 
utensils in c.v. of glass under par. 218 (a). Oscilloscope cameras, trinocular blocks, and 
parts thereof are classifiable as photographic cameras and parts thereof under par. 1551. 
Projection screen, Elux lamp for photomicrography and microprojection, and lamp parts, 
all the foregoing in c.v. of metal, are classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. 
of metal under par. 397. Power supplies (consisting of transformer and rectifier circuits) 
for the Elux lamp are classifiable as articles suitable for modifying electrical energy 
under par. 353. Spare “Xenon” light bulbs for the lamp are classifiable as incandescent 
electric light bulbs without filaments under par. 229. Filters, diffusants, and similar 
accessories and parts for the Elux lamp in c.v. of glass are classifiable as other illumi- 
nating articles in c.v. of glass for use in connection with artificial illumination under 
par. 218 (c). Stable microscope stand, special stages for microscopes, objective and con- 
denser lenses, and observation and projection oculars are classifiable under the provision 
for frames and mountings for microscopes and parts of microscopes in par. 228 (b). Elec- 
tronic cell counter is classifiable as a haemacytometer under par. 228 (a). [T.D. 54821 
(40).] 

Semen, bull, frozen, is classifiable as a non-enumerated unmanufactured article under 
par. 1558. [T.D. 54830 (28).] 

Shaker, salt or pepper, ceramic, with a cork or rubber stopper plugging hole in the 
bottom of the shaker in a position where it normally is not visible, is classifiable as 
earthenware tableware under par. 211, or as china tableware under par 212, depending 
on its nature, and eounted as one piece in determining the specific duty applicable. [T.D. 
54826 (38).] 
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Sheepskins, dressed, but not dyed in natural shape of skins, in length three to four 
feet, are classifiable as fur sheepskins under par. 1519(a). [T.D. 54837(48).] 

Sheeting, plastic.—Flat translucent sheeting with a figured surface dutiable at the 
rate applicable to figured rolled glass under par. 221. Rigid translucent plastic sheeting 
to be used as roofing material, dutiable at the rate applicable to cellulose acetate sheets 
under par. 3l(a)(1). Transparent plastic sheeting backed by colored plastic film, dutiable 
at the rate applicable to cellulose acetate sheets under par. 3l1(a)(1). Colored or frosted 
corrugated plastic sheeting dutiable at the rate applicable to rolled glass, fluted, under 
par. 224. Corrugated sheet composed of a mesh wire embedded in a transparent plastic 
sheet dutiable at the rate applicable to rolled glass, fluted, containing a wire netting, 
under par. 221. The plastic portion of the foregoing products consists of polyvinyl 
chloride synthetic resin containing no filler material. [T.D. 54837(49).] 

Sheet, plastic, translucent, rigid, consisting of two layers of synthetic resin (polyvinyl 
chloride type), containing no filler material, with a thin sheet of paper or Fiberglas 
between the layers, dutiable at the rate applicable to cellulose acetate sheets under par. 
31 (a) (1). [T.D. 54826 (39).] 

Shirts, woven cotton, with inserts of cotton strips of contrasting colors, of the 
proper width for filing a gap which would otherwise be present in the shirt front, so 
that the strips are integral and necessary parts of the surface of the garment, is classi- 
fiable as a cotton shirt, not crocheted or knitted, under par. 919. However, if the strips 
have a width considerably beyond that required for the functional purpose of completing 
the garment or if the strips are overlaid over a complete surface, the shirt is classifiable 
as an article, other than gloves or mittens, in part of trimmings under par. 1529(a). 
(T.D. 54854(24).] 

Shoe boards, solid fiber, made on wet machine, used in shoe industry in United States 
as counter board and innersole board of the following types: brown sheet, 0.029 inch 
thick, consisting of matted wood pulp, cotton, rayon, and flax fibers bound together by 
means of synthetic rubber, and containing small amount of phenolic resin not acting as 
chief binding agent; black sheet, 1/16 inch thick, containing no free carbon, consisting 
of matted wood pulp, cotton, rayon, and flax fibers bound together by means of synthetic 
rubber; tan sheet, 1/16 inch thick, consisting of matted wood pulp, cotton, rayon, and 
flax fibers, with cork dust, and approximately 10% asbestos, all bound together by means 
of synthetic rubber, are classifiable as leather board, not coated, cut into shapes or sizes 
for boxes or other articles, decorated or ornamented in any manner, embossed, friction 
calendered or super calendered, laminated by means of an adhesive substance, lined or 
vat-lined, plate finished, printed, nor surface stained or dyed, and n.s.p.f., under par. 1402. 
[T.D. 54826 (40).] 

Skate scabbard, wood, used as an ice skate walker and made of a piece of wood 13% 
inches long and one inch wide with a 4 inch indentation along top surface of scabbard 
designed to contain the blade of a skate and a rubber covered metal spring to hold the 
scabbard on the blade, is classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 
412. (T.D. 54837 (50).] 

Skins, goat and sheep, India-tanned.—The language in par. 1530(c), reading “includ- 
ing those commonly known as India-tanned goat or sheep skins” is held not to be an 
eo nomine provision for this merchandise in par. 1530(c) but merely an indication of one 
of the possible sources for raw material for rough leather. India-tanned goat and sheep 
skins not advanced beyond the condition of the skins described in C.D. 1904, are classi- 
fiable under the provision for skins of all kinds, raw, and hides n.s.p.f. in par. 1765. 
(T.D. 54854(26).] 

Slats, wooden, diagonally cut ends, dressed, with beveled edges, and with 90 degree 
diagonal cuts at the ends of 1 inch by 3 inches stock 41 and 56 inches long made in the 
sawing and planing operation, such articles being used as slats for beds, classifiable as 
parts of furniture, wholly or in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412, and not free of duty 
as lumber, sawed, not further manufactured than planed and tongued and grooved, under 
par. 1803 (1). [T.D. 54826 (41).] 

Sled, used as a container display prop, approximately 20 inches long, 5 inches wide, 
and 7% inches high, consisting of runners and supports made of rattancore, and body 
made of rattancore encased in a red plastic sheath and woven together in a basketwork 
pattern, in c.v. of rattancore, classifiable as a basket in ec.v. of wood under par. 411. 
{(T.D. 54849(15).] 

Smokers’ articles, pipe cleaning accessory. Combination corkscrew and bottle opener. 
Combination articles.—Pipe cleaning tool containing scraper, poker and stopper, with 
or without metal sheath, is classifiable as an article, in c.v. of metal other than gold or 
platinum, designed to be carried on or about the person, under par. 1527(c). A combi- 
nation corkscrew and bottle opener not of a type chiefly used in the household is classi- 
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fiable under the provision for articles, manufactured, n.s.p.f., composed of steel in par 
397, and also subject to the import tax, if the copper content is over 4% copper by weight, 
under section 4541(3). [T.D. 54837(51).] 

Sod, grass, in rolls one square yard for landscape purposes, is classifiable as herba- 
ceous perennials under the provisions of par. 753. [T.D. 54837(52).] 

Sedium anhydrous metasilicate, classifiable as sodium silicate under par. 81. [T.D. 
54826 (42 

Souvenirs, metal.—Match box covers other than smokers’ articles, tea spoons, jam 
spoons, sugar spoons, tea caddy spoons, bottle openers, tea strainers, and serviette rings 


are classifiable as household utensils and flat ware under par. 339. Butter knives and 
ike forks are classifiable as knives and forks under par. 355. Metal book marks are 
classifiable as manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of metal, under par. 397. Tie clips are 
lassifiable as jewelry under par. 1527(a). Metal match box holders and ash trays de- 


signed to be carried on the person and metal watch fobs are classifiable under the pro- 
vision for articles designed to be worn on apparel or carried on or about the person in 
par. 1527(c)(2). Metal match box holders not designed to be carried on the person and 
chiefly used by smokers and metal ash trays not designed to be carried on the person are 
classifiable as other smokers’ articles under par. 1552. Any of these articles in c.v. of 
‘opper or containing 4% or more of copper by weight are also subject to import tax 
under section $541. [T.D. 54854(26).] 

Spectacle lens template, device for making, called “Formkopist,” consisting of a metal 
base and two clamps which hold spectacle frames over an aluminum blank so that the 
lens shape may be scribed on it, classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., manufactured, of iron, 
steel, brass, bronze, zinc, or aluminum, under par. 397, and not as a machine, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 372. [T.D. 54821 (43).] 

(1) Spindles, textile twisting. (2) Parts.—Textile twisting spindles for textile proc- 
essing machinery, used in the processing of cotton or synthetic fibers, or a blend of cotton 
ind synthetic fibers, its chief use in the processing on any particular fiber not being 
established, classifiable as parts of machinery for textile manufacturing or processing 
prior to the making of fabrics or crocheted, knit, woven, or felt articles not made from 
fabrics, other, under par. 372. Where it can be established that the twisting spindle is 
chiefly used in processing a particular fiber, such as cotton or wool, it would be dutiable 
it the rate applicable to parts of machinery for manufacturing or processing such fibers 
under the same paragraph. [T.D. 54837(53).] 

Spoons, dessert, made of corrosion resisting steel, are classifiable as flatware in c.v 
of steel, n.s.p.f., under par. 339 (T.D. 54849(16).] 

Stands, metal, adjustable, for mikrokator dial gages, each consisting of a base, col- 
umn, adjustable brackets, and work table, classifiable as parts of machines, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 372. [T.D. 54826 (43).] 

Steel, galvanized, shapes, for assembly into telectrical transmission towers and sub- 
tations classifiable as structural shapes assembled, drilled, fabricated for use, fitted 
machined, punched, or otherwise advanced beyond casting, hammering, or rolling under 
par. 312 (T.D. 54842(19).] 

Stereotaxic apparatus used by neurosurgeons during intracerebral operations for lo- 
cating trouble in the brain is classifiable as a surgical instrument under par. 359. [T.D. 
54837 (54).] 

Still, water, used in producing distilled water, of various sizes ranging in capacit; 
from two pints to 50 gallons per hour, operated by gas, electricity, oil, or steam, if chiefly 
used in the laboratory, classifiable under provision for laboratory apparatus, appliances, 
or instruments under par. 360; if chiefly used otherwise, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., 
manufactured, in c.v. of metal under par. 397. [T.D. 54821 (44).] 

Stove, steel, permanently installed household type, furnished as a free-standing unit 
only which includes black wrought iron legs, mesh screen, and finished in stove black 
color, is classifiable as a cooking and heating stove of the household type under par. 397 
[T.D. 54826 (44).] 

Syrups, orgeat and getmint, containing sugar, water, flavoring, and other ingredients 
testing by the polariscope over 50 sugar degrees, are classifiable under the provision for 
mixtures containing sugar and water and testing by the polariscope over 50 sugar de- 
grees in par. 501, and also subject to import tax under section 4501 (b), by reason of 
being in c.v. of manufactured sugar. [T.D. 54826 (45).] 

Tablet, degassing, containing approximately 75% phosphorous copper, 25% hexa- 

chloroethane, and coal tar dye, wrapped in pure aluminum foil, designed to be used to 
remove residual gases from molten aluminum alloys, classifiable under par. 28 (a), as a 
mixture, consisting in whole or in part of any of the articles or materials provided for in 
par. 28 (a), and subject to import tax by reason of copper content under section 4541 
[T.D. 54826 (46).] 
Teeth, excavating; blades and end bits, bulldozer.—Excavating teeth, containing over 
molybdenum, designed for use with power shovels, classifiable as cutting tools of 
any kind, under par. 352, if such teeth are sharp, and of a type designed to cut and ex- 
cavate earth, etc Such teeth, if they are blunt, and of a type designed to move shot 
rock, ores, and other loose material are classifiable as parts of machines, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 372, or, as parts of articles having as an essential feature an electrical element or 
device, in ¢.v. of metal, under par. 353, depending upon the type of equipment for which 
the teeth are designed. Bulldozer blades and end bits..whether or not alloyed are classi- 
fiable as parts of machines, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [T.D. 54854(27).] 

Tile, floor, plastic, composed of a mixture of a synthetic resin of the polyvinyl chloride 
type, plasticizers, pigments, and inorganic mineral filler, is classifiable as a manufacture 
wholly or in c.v. of a product of which synthetic resin is the chief binding agent under 
par. 1539(b). [T.D. 54887(55).] 

Tool, cutting, hand, “Haxit.” having overall length of 16 inches with 9%-inch wood 
handle and a double edge steel blade with flat end, blade tapering in width toward handle, 
similar in shape to a putty knife, designed for farmers, gardeners, nurserymen, campers, 
and homeowners, can be used to chop, pound, slice, pry, serape, or dig, classifiable as other 
cutting tools under par. 396 1T.D. 54S887056).1 

Towels, paper, perfumed, packaged in sealed envelopes consisting of paper, plastic 
and foil, and sterilized and moistened with skin lotion, containing no alcohol or salts of 
fatty acids, for use in the cleansing of face and hands, is classifiable as an article of 
perfumery not containing alcohol under par. 61. [T.D. 54887(57).]

Tractor, wheel type “holder Al2 ‘cultitrae,’ or holder B12 ‘general-purpose tractor.’ ” 
powered by a 12 horsepower diesel engine, a type chiefly used in the United States by 
farmers on farms in agricultural pursuits, is classiliable as an agricultural implement 
under par. 1604. [T.D. 54821 (45).] 

Trays, bottles, bowls, etc., in c.v. of leather portion which covers bottoms and sides 
of the articles and having.inner portion lined with ceramic, designed for utilitarian pur- 
poses, are classifiable as manufactures in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., under par. 1531. Trays 
in c.v. of leather with flat surfaces % inch or more across suitable for resting a cigarette 
or with a cigarette groove, are classifiable as smokers’ articles under par. 1552. (T.D. 
54837 (58).] 

Trout, fresh or frozen. Container, air-tight.—Fresh or frozen trout, beheaded or 
eviscerated or both, but not further advanced, are classifiable under par. 718 (b) when 
packed in air-tight containers (whether polyethylene, cellophane, Cryovac bags, or other 
containers completely sealed so as to be impermeable to air), weighing with their con 
tens not over 15 pounds each, or, if not in air-tight containers, as fresh water fish under 
par. 717 (a). [T.D. 54826 (47).] 

Truck, tractor-type, an all purpose vehicle, known as the Kramer Allrad, having a 
i-wheel drive and equipped with lights, cab, and a loading platform, suitable for on-the- 
highway use but indicated to have a substantial off-the-highway use, classifiable as an 
automobile truck under par. 369. [T.D. 54826 (48).] 

Tubing, copper, with rectangular cross section, wrapped with mylar and cotten, used 
in manufacture of induction heating coils, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly 
manufactured, wholly or in ec.v. of copper, under par. 397, and subject to import tax by 
reason of copper content under section 4541. Such merchandise is not classifiable as 
seamless copper tubing under par. 381. [T.D. 54837(59).] 

Typecileaner, plastic, ‘““Nomess,”’ made of india rubber, oil and mineral substances and 
in c.v. of the rubber substance, is classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of india rubber 
under par. 1537(b). [T.D. 54837 (60).] 

“Ultramid,” a nylon resin classifiable under par. 28(a), as a synthetic resin or resin- 
like product derived or manufactured in whole or in part from any product provided for 
in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 54837(61).] 

Valves, air kinetic type, designed for the purpose of automatically releasing or dis- 
charging air in a pipe line, and operated by means of a buoyant ball which seals an 
orifice under line pressure, classifiable as valves under par. 397, and not as machines 
under par. 372. [T.D. 54821 (46).] 

Vase, pottery, composed of Staffordshire clay with no bone content, having a copper 
lustre finish, is classifiable as decorated earthenware, n.s.p.f., under par. 211. [T.D. 
54849(17).] 

Veneers of wood, consisting of sheets less than 1/16 inch thick, from 2 to 5 feet wide, 
and from 144 to 148 inches in length, in the condition the merchandise comes from the 
rotary machine with certain defective portions being removed, classifiable as veneers of 
wood under par. 405, and not as chip free of duty under par. 1648 [T.D. 54837 (62).] 

Wall covering, plastic, consisting of sheets of polyvinyl chloride resin (containing a 
filler) backed with woven cotton fabric, if the plastic is made in sheet form and there- 
after attached to the cotton fabric by adhesives and pressure, is classifiable as a manu- 
facture in c.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like substance is 
the chief binding agent under par. 1539 (b). If the plastic, while in a liquid or mass 
form, is applied to the cotton fabric to produce a coated cloth the wall covering is classi- 
fiable as coated cotton cloth, n.s.p.f., under par. 907. [T.D. 54821 (47).] 

Watch bands, stainless steel, silverplated or goldplated, classifiable as articles valued 
over 20¢ per dozen pieces, designed to be worn on apparel or carried on or about or 
attached to the person, wholly or in c.v. of metal other than gold or platinum, under par. 
1527 (c). [T.D. 54826 (49).] 

Watering device, plant, automatic, composed of plastic not containing a filler, con- 
sisting of a water reservoir, and a valve which controls the water flow, designed to be 
inserted into the ground next to a plant so that the plant may be watered while left 
unattended, not being similar in use to any enumerated dutiable article, is classifiable as 
an article, manufactured in whole or in part, n.s.p.f., under par. 1558. [T.D. 54830 (29).] 

Water treatment device, “Cepi-Comav,” consisting of a series of electro magnets 
incased in stainless steel, enclosed in a metal housing installed in the water lines to boil- 
ers, compressors, condensers, evaporators, and heat exchange equipment classifiable as 
articles, n.s.p.f.. manufactured, in c.v’ of metal, under par. 397. [T.D. 54826 (50).] 

Water scooters: spare motors and motor parts.—-Water scooters having a fibre glass 
body and a two-cylinder carburetor motor are classifiable as motor boats under par. 
:70. Spare motors and motor parts are classifiable as parts for motor boats under par. 
370. [T.D. 54837 (63).] 
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Weatherstrip material, used for insulation around garage doors, consisting of a rigid 
flange of aluminum into which is inserted a flexible sheeting consisting of two layers of 
india rubber between which is a thin layer of woven fibrous material, in c.v. of india rub- 
ber, classifiable under par. 1537 (b), as insulating material, wholly or partly manufac- 
tured, in c.v. of rubber. [T.D. 54821 (48).] 

Wig, pigtail, made of wool, cotton, or manmade fibers, with two braided pigtails 
and made to completely cover head of a child is classifiable as an article in c.v. of 
yarns, threads, or filaments, in part braid or fringe under par. 1529(a). [T.D. 54849(18).] 

Wine, Portuguese, known as Vinho Verde, containing 9% alcohol by volume, made 
from grapes, and raturally slightly effervescent, if containing sufficient effervescence 
to make it a product required to be labeled effervescent wine under Internal Revenue 
regulations is classifiable as a sparkling wine under par. 803 and also subject to internal- 
revenue tax. If it does not contain sufficient effervescence to require labeling as an 
effervescent wine it is classifiable as a still wine produced from grapes, containing not 
over 14% alcohol, under par. 804. [T.D.54837(64).] 

Wine, to which has been added coal tar coloring such that Internal Revenue regula- 
tions require it to be labeled as imitation wine, is classifiable as imitation wine under 
par. 812. [T.D. 54821 (49).} 

Wire, galyanized fencing.—T.D. 54629 (23) holding certain galvanized wire to be of 
the kind commonly used for fencing purposes within the meaning of par. 317 should not 
be construed as excluding (1) ordinary merchant wire, galvanized, not having specified 
chemical, physical or mechanical properties, of other gages between .08 and .20 inch 
which are substantially used for fencing and (2) galvanized wires having a zinc coating 
of a weight other than that described which are substantially used for fencing, or as 
including (1) galvanized wires between .08 and .20 inch in diameter imported in a con- 
dition which is not commonly bought and sold for fencing purposes such as tie wire in 
cut lengths, and (2) galvanized wire within the diameters specified in par. 317 which has 
been made to specification for a particular application in the absence of proof that such 
specification wire has a substantial use for fencing purposes and not merely a fugitive, 
sporadic, emergency, or occasional use for fencing purposes. [T.D. 54830 (30).] 

Wire, steel, cut 3% inches in length, for use in the manufacture of brushes, classi- 
fiable as round iron or steel wire under par. 316 following an established and uniform 
practice not determined to be clearly wrong, and not as articles, n.s.p.f., partly or 
wholly manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54842 (20).] 

Wood strips, shade slats.—Strips of wood shaped in a molder, having the appearance 
of a relatively flat oval as viewed from the end, approximately % inch thick at the 
center and % inch wide, whether in specific lengths, for use in the bottom hem of 
window shades, or in random lengths, dedicated to such use with window roller shades, 
and advanced beyond lumber, are classifiable as other manufactures of wood under 
par. 412. [T.D. 54854(28).] 

Zine bar, cast, 99.99% pure, measuring 12% inches by 1% inches by 1% inches, classi- 
flable as an article, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, wholly or in c.v. of zinc, under 
par. 397, and not under par. 394 as zine in blocks, pigs, or slabs. [T.D. 54821 (50).] 


AMERICAN GOODS RETURNED 


Constructive segregation.—United States hickory handles, each made exactly to 
fit the eye of a foreign axe head and placed through the eye with a wedge inserted in 
the top of the handle, may on return be classified under par. 1615(a) upon the submission 
of evidence showing that they can be removed from the axe heads without injury to 
the handles or heads. [T.D. 54854(1).] 

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—A diamond having 58 
facets, made abroad from an exported diamond having 20 facets, is not classifiable under 
par. 1615 (g), the operations abroad going beyond repairs or alterations. [T.D. 54830 (1).] 

Articles returned after exportation for repairs or alterations.—Woven fabrics belting 
impregnated abroad with a polyvinyl chloride resin making it mildew-proof and fire- 
resistant may not on return be classified under par. 1615 (g) (1), as the operations abroad 
go beyond repairs or alterations. [T.D. 54830 (2).] 


AIRCRAFT IN FOREIGN TRADE 


Foreign aircraft arriving on a scheduled cargo-carrying flight in international traffic 
and to be used solely in international traffic is not imported merchandise and is not sub- 
ject to duty. However, if withdrawn from use solely in international traffic for use in this 
country the aircraft would become imported merchandise and dutiable’at the rate in effect 
at the time of withdrawal from international traffic. [T.D. 54826 (1).] 

CHANGE OF PRACTICE 

Article composed of synthetic fiber braid, doughnut shaped, used in putting 
up chignons or hair rolls, is classifiable under par. 1529(a) as an article in part of a 
product provided for in par. 1529(a), but not described elsewhere in par. 1529(a), duti- 
able at the rate of 50% ad valorem, and not classifiable under par. 1529(a)(11) as an 
article in part of braid not suitable for making or ornamenting bonnets, hats, or hoods, 
dutiable at the rate of 42%% ad valorem. Inasmuch as this decision results in the 
assessment of duty at a rate of duty higher than that which has heretofore been assessed 
under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied only to such or similar 
merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after 
the date of publication of this abstract. [T.D. 54837(1).] 

Labels, woven, wholly or in c.v. of silk or synthetic textile, made directly from 
yarn in a single continuous process, designed so that they have no other use than to 
be cut between the designs and used as label, and not first made into a fabric with fast 
edges and then into labels are, when in c.v. of silk, classifiable under par. 1211 as 
manufactures in c.v. of silk, n.s.p.f., dutiable at the rate of 27%% ad valorem under 
that par. and, when in c.v. of synthetic textile as defined in par. 1313, classifiable under 
par. 1312 as manufactures in c.v. of rayon or other synthetic textile and dutiable at the 
rate of 25¢ per pound and 30% ad valroem under that par. As this ruling will result 
in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has heretofore been assessed under an 
established and uniform practice, it shall be applied to such or similar merchandise 
only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption after 90 days after 
the date of publication of this abstract. [T.D. 54837(2).]

CONTAINERS AND COVERINGS 

Containers, spare replacement, shipped with like containers filled with merchandise 
are separately classifiable as merchandise. Their cost is not an element of the appraised 
value of the merchandise contained in the like containers even though they are used to 
replace those filled containers damaged in transit. [T.D. 54821 (1).] 

EXHIBITION UNDER BOND 

A “Glass Lady,” equipped electrically to lecture about the human body, imported 
for exhibition in a fixed place in a health museum established for the encouragement 
of science or education, may be entered under bond under par. 1809 even though the 
health museum is owned by an institution which also owns the building in which the 
museum is located and in which there are doctors’ and dentists’ offices and a pharmacy, 
since the health museum is not engaged in or connected with the commercial operations. 
(T.D. 54837(3).] 

GOODS, WARES, AND MERCHANDISE 

Foreign aircraft arriving on a scheduled cargo-carrying flight i international traffic 
and to be used solely in international traffic is not imported merchandise and is not sub- 
ject to duty. However, if withdrawn from use solely in international traffic for use in 
this country the aircraft would become imported merchandise and dutiable at the rate 
in effect at the time of withdrawal from international traffic. [T.D. 54826 (2).] 

IMPORTATION 

Foreign aircraft arriving on a scheduled cargo-carrying flight in international traffic 
and to be used solely in international traffic is not imported merchandise and is not sub- 
ject to duty. However, if withdrawn from use solely in international traffic for use in 
this country the aircraft would become imported merchandise and dutiable at the rate 
in effect at the time of withdrawal from international traffic. [T.D. 54826 (3).] 

INSULAR POSSESSIONS 

Watch movements.—The assembly in the Virgin Islands into completed watch move- 
ments of various parts imported separately into that possession in circumstances not 
constituting an entirety results in articles manufactured or produced in that possession 
entitled to free entry provided the value requirements of section 301 are net and there 
is compliance with the pertinent regulations. [T.D. 54821 (2).] 

Marking.—Thermometers manufactured in the Virgin Islands may not be marked 
“Made in the United States” as section 401(k) specifically excludes such Islands from 
the geographical limits of the United States. [T.D. 54837(4).] 

INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC 

Foreign aircraft arriving on a scheduled cargo-carrying flight in international traffic 
and to be used solely in international traffic is not imported merchandise and is not sub- 
ject to duty. However, if withdrawn from use solely in international traffic for use in 
this country the aircraft would become imported merchandise and dutiable at the rate 
in effect at the time of withdrawal from international traffic. [T.D. 54826 (5).] 

PHILIPPINE TRADE AGREEMENT 

Bushings. Scrap or waste.—Bronze bushings manufactured in the Philippines from 
scrap resulting there from articles of United States origin are “Philippine Articles” as 
defined in the Protocol to Accompany the Philippine Trade Agreement. [T.D, 54821 (3).] 

Pipe, tobacco.—The assembly in the Virgin Islands of pipe bowls with bits (mouth- 
pieces), which parts were imported into that possession in a complete state, does not 
result in an article manufactured or produced in the Virgin Islands, within the meaning 
of section 301. [T.D. 54826 (4).] 

TEMPORARY IMPORTATIONS UNDER BOND 

Merchandise entered under section 308, Tariff’ Act of 1930, as amended, is 
“entered for consumption” and subject to quotas such as that relating to petroleum 
and petroleum products under Presidential Proclamation No. 3279. [T.D. 54837(65).] 

Tools of trade, imported under section 308(9), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, for his 
own use by a nonresident sojourning temporarily in the United States, may not be 
retained and used by another temporary nonresident who replaced the nonresident 
importer upon his departure from this country. [T.D. 54837(66).] 

WAREHOUSE 

Theft of merchandise from customs bonded warehouse.—The consignee remains 
liable for the duties on merchandise stolen from a customs bonded warehouse. The 
liability of the proprietor of the~customs bonded warehouse is for the payment of 
liquidated damages under his Proprietor’s Warehouse Bond. [T.D. 54837(67).]

ABSOLUTE IMPORT QUOTAS ON UNMANUFACTURED LEAD AND ZINC 

In order to simplify the accounting on entries filed under the quotas specified by 
Presidential Proclamation No. 3257 of September 22, 1958, you are authorized to require 
the deposit of estimated duties after the Bureau has authorized you to accept such an 
entry rather than at the time the entry is initially presented. 

It is imperative in order for the Bureau to maintain proper quota control that the 
duties be paid and all other acts necessary to the completion of such an entry be per- 
formed by the importer immediately on receipt of Bureau authorization for acceptance 
of the entry. 

If an importer does not pay the duties promptly such fact should be immediately 
rep rted to the Bureau so that it can suspend the authorization and adjust its records. 
[C/L 3054, Supplement No. 2. 


CUSTOMHOUSE BROKERS 


Notice of Proposed Rule Making—The Association of the Customs Bar is concerned 
with § 31.10(n) of the Customs Regulations which provides that no customhouse broker 
who has recommended to his client an attorney shall demand of, or accept from, such 
attorney any fee or remuneration by reason of such recommendation without the knowl- 
edge and consent of the client. The Association suggests that the regulation be amended 
because it is of the opinion that such splitting of fees even with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the client is contrary to the Canons of Professional Ethics of the American Bar 
Association and of the Association of the Customs Bar. 

Notice is hereby given pursuant to section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act 
(5 U.S.C. 1003) that under the authority of section 641 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as 
amended (19 U.S.C. 1641), it is proposed to amend § 31.10 of the Customs Regulations to 
make such changes as may be deemed appropriate after giving full consideration to the 
views of parties interested in the subject of division of fees and remuneration between 
attorneys and customhouse brokers. 

It is desired to obtain the views of all interested parties. Consideration will be given 
to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to this matter which are submitted 
in writing to the Commissioner of Customs, Washington 25, D. C., and received not later 
than 45 days from June 4, 1959. No hearings will be held. 


CERTAIN GLASS BEADS 


It appears that certain glass beads similar in color and texture to a type of pink coral 
known as “angel skin” are properly classifiable under paragraph 1503, Tariff Act of 
1930, as beads in imitation of precious or semi-precious stones (not including pearls), 
of all kinds and shapes, and of whatever material composed (not including beads in 
chief value of synthetic resin) and dutiable at the rate of 19 percent ad valorem under 
that paragraph, as modified. 

Pursuant to §16.10a(d) of the customs regulations (19 CFR 16.10a(d)), notice is 
hereby given that there is under review in the Bureau of Customs the existing practice 
of classifying this merchandise as beads, not specially provided for, under paragraph 1503, 
dutiable at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining 
to the correct classification of this merchandise which are submitted to the Bureau of 
Customs, Washington 25, D. C., in writing. To assure consideration, such communica- 
tions must be received in the Bureau not later than 30 days from May 27, 1959. No hear- 
ings will be held.

ALUMINUM FOIL FROM FRANCE 

Determination of No Sales at Less Than Fair Value—A complaint was received that 
aluminum foil from France was being sold in the United States at less than fair value 
within the meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that aluminum foil from France is not being, nor is likely to be, 
sold at less than fair value within the meaning of section 201(a) of the Antidumping 
Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Statement of reasons. There were two principal shippers of aluminum foil from 
France in 1957. Total shipments in that period were small. One of the manufacturers 
ceased shipping to the United States in September 1957. Total shipments in 1958 were 
minimal. 

In two instances, it was found that the price to the United States was less than the 
home market price in France. These were small shipments, however, and were in the 
nature of sample shipments. The amounts involved were not more than insignificant. 
Assurance has been received from the manufacturer that there will be no sales in the 
future at what might be considered dumping prices. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefor are publishing pursuant to 
section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)). 
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The Bureau of Customs has announced preliminary figures showing the imports 
for consumption of the commodities listed below within quota limitations from the 
beginning of the quota period as follows:

“ESCAPE CLAUSE” REPORT ON AXES 

The Tariff Commission has made public a report of its findings and conclusions in 
“escape clause” Investigation No. 76, conducted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1951, as amended. This investigation covered axes and axe heads duti- 
able under paragraph 396 of the Tariff Act of 1930. Under that act such axes and axe 
heads were originally dutiable at 45% ad valorem; they are now dutiable, pursuant to 
a concession granted under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade at 22%% ad 
valorem 

The Commission found that these axes and axe heads are not being imported into 
the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative (to domestic 
preduction), as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing 
like or directly competitive products. The Commission therefore made no recommenda- 
tion to the President tor the modification or withdrawal of the trade-agreement conces- 
sion applicable to these products. 


“ESCAPE-CLAUSE” REPORT OF CALF AND KIP LEATHER 

The Tariff’ Commission has made public a report of its findings and conclusion in 
connection with “escape clause” investigation No. 73, conducted under section 7 of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act of -1951, as amended This investigation covered ealf 
and kip upper teather dutiable under paragraph 1530())(4) of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
and calf and kip “fancy” leather (grained, printed, embossed, etc.) dutiable under para- 
graph 1530(4) of that act. Under the 1930 act the calf and kip upper leather was origi- 
nally dutiable at 15% ad valorem and the “fancy” leather at 30% ad valorem; these 
leathers are now dutiable, pursuant to concessiotis granted under the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade, at 12%% ad valorem 

The Commission found that the leathers covered by the investigation are not being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities, either actual or relative 
(to domestic production), as to cause or threaten serious injury to the domestic indus- 
try producing like or directly competitive products. The Commission therefore made 
no recommendation to the President for the modification or withdrawal of the concessions 
applicable to such leathers. 


HEARINGS ON PROPOSED REVISED AND CONSOLIDATED 
TARIFF SCHEDULES 


The Tariff Commission has announced public hearings beginning July 14, 1959, on 
Schedule 6 (Metals and metal products) and parts of Schedule 7 of its proposed revision 
and consolidation of the laws under which imported articles are classified for tariff 
purpeses. The parts of Schedule 7 being released cover optical goods, scientific and 
professional instruments and watches and clocks.

When an importer or an exporter decides that he should engage the services of 
a customhouse broker or a foreign freight forwarder, it would be well for him to 
exercise the same care as he would in selecting his bank. One certain way would be 
to consult the various publications iisting customhouse brokers and foreign freight 
forwarders, and determine whether or not that firm is a member of the Customs 
Brokers & Forwarders Association of America, Inc. While this admonition may 
sound trite, and a plug for its membership, it is well to consider the fact that in 
order to qualify for membership in the CBFAA, its standards and requirements, in 
many respects, are greater than the qualifications for a customhouse broker’s license 
or a Federal Maritime Board registration number. This organization is constantly 
fighting for the industry. In so doing, it is protecting the importer and exporter.

Dividing his volume 
into two parts, the author, an economist 
with the Council of Foreign Relations, first 
discusses the historical origins of modern 
doctrine, then provides case studies apply- 
ing classical theory and analyzing rela- 
tionships between economic growth and in- 
ternational equilibrium and disequilibrium. 
Ten chapters, each self-contained. 

In Storms (John De Graff, Inc.; 159 pages; 
$3.50), John Fisher records a number of 
storms that have provided lessons (to those 
who need them) and inspired various 
brands of heroism. Fisher is not interested 
in shipwrecks which have occurred through 
faulty navigation, meager equipment, or 
for similar reasons. Says the author: “The 
story of a small boat in distress in a gale 
which arose in unexpected circumstances 
is of greater interest than one recording 
the safe passage of a liner through a‘hurri- 


cane.” There are 10 storms, spanning more 
than 250 years. All of them are vividly 
presented, with high points of excitement. 


Dreams and Tales (Greenwich Book Pub- 
lishers, Inc.; 159 pages; $2.75) is a collec- 
tion of half a dozen short stories by 
Brigitta Valentiner, who, if one is to judge 
by her efforts in this little volume, is im- 
mersed in metaphysical contemplation. No 
new ideas seem to have come through—nor 
anything of particular distinction. 

David Garnett’s latest novel, A Shot in 
the Dark (Little, Brown & Co.; 216 pages; 
$3.50), is set in a small town in Italy to 
which comes an American in the mood to 
settle down and write and forget a recent 
affair of the heart. This beginning is simple 
enough, but experienced author that Gar- 
nett is, he does not permit his story to 
deteriorate into triteness. It is town life, 
its politics and certain other heterogeneous 
aspects, which squeeze the American into 
a new role, strange and exciting. Steadily, 
inexorably the story mounts to a climax 
which holds the reader’s total interest to 
the end. 

Monica Stirlinge’s Sigh For a Strange 
Land (Atlantic-Little, Brown & Co.; 188 
pages; $3.50) is the story of three people— 
Resi, a young girl of 16; her aging Aunt 
Natasha, and “Uncle” Boris—who duck 
under the Iron Curtain and flee to a city 
in Western Europe. Given temporary aid 
by the Red Cross, it is up to them to work 
out their future. Natasha, an aristocratic 
ex-beauty, still loaded with charm in spite 
of an addiction to the bottle, finally suc- 
sumbs to pleurisy. Resi, given an oppor- 
tunity to go to America, feels a suddenly 
irresistible pull towards Italy, “to the 
country I can’t remember, the country 
where I was born of displaced parents who 
once hoped to see their children native- 
born citizens.” This brief book is partic- 
ularly well-written. 

Who are the Fugitives? Robert Gutwillig 
has one of his characters explain that all 


of us are; that is, we are fleeing the Self. 
Which inspired the title of Gutwillig’s 
novel, The Fugitives (Little, Brown & Co.; 
260 pages; $3.75). The author has set his 
offbeat story in The Haven, a sanitarium, 
to put it mildly; a “neo-Gothic monstros- 
ity” of a structure. (“Even for a nuthouse, 
the Haven was unconventional.”) And here 
Gutwillig weaves a fascinating tale of the 
young sufferer, Steve Freeman, and the 
swirl of bizarre patients around him. Cer- 
tainly Gutwillig has a big talent for satire. 
It is sharp and amusing. There are a few 
times, however, when it blunts and con- 
fuses. Asa result, certain characters emerge 
stronger than others. The madness of The 


Haven mirrors the madness of the world 
of today, which is pointed up in the pa- 
tients’ encounters with people outside the 
home.

Gallery 1 (St. Martin's 
pages; $3.95) is a volume of 
photographs, many of them by photogra- 
phers of international renown. Edited by 
Norman Hall, Gallery 1 includes nine pages 
of descriptive and technical notes on the 
96 pictures contained therein. A wholly ar- 
resting collection, well-balanced in its sub- 


ject, composition, and techniques. Worth- 
while. 

In his own introduction to A Treasury 
of Ben Heeht (Crown Publishers, Inc.; 397 
pages; $4.95), Ben Hecht gives a list of the 
people who, he opines, will not like the 
book. The list, to this reviewer, seemed 
baffiingly large—the contents of the Trea- 
sury, 20 best stories and other writings 
being so outstandingly good that it seems 


difficult to think of anyone who wouldn't 
like the book. Hecht has everything that a 
short story writer needs: humor, good style, 
wide knowledge of people, wide learning, 
and above all supreme readability. If the 
play, Winkleburg, which is also included, 
has perhaps less appeal than the rest, that’s 
neither here nor there. 

Nancy Mitford's Pigeon Pie (British Book 
Centre: 186 pages; $2.95) was first published 
in May, 1940, and promptly became bombed 
right out of existence before it could be 
distributed. Its second appearance may be 
nearly 20 years late, but this little book 
is still a joyous and wonderful piece of ab- 
surdity which reads as freshly as if it had 
just come sparkling off Miss Mitford's pen. 
The cloak-and-dagger plot concerns the 
disappearance of Sir Ivor King, a famous 
and eccentric singer beloved of the British 
public, during the Phony War in London. 
Lady Sophia Garfield, young and lovely, 
and very bored in her ARP Post, finds her- 
self caught up into a spy story beyond her 
wildest dreams as she uncovers the plot 
practically single-handed. Happily, all 
comes right in the end—indeed, one cannot 
imagine Miss Mitford allowing anything 
else to happen in this most good-humored 
of novels. 

B. X. Stanborn’s The Doom-Maker (E. P. 
Dutton & Co., Inec.; 188 pages; $2.95) is a 
suspense story set in Greenwich Village. 
The doom-maker himself, a sinister char- 
acter named Marcolf, has a habit of making 
prophecies that sooner or later come true. 
But it begins to seem to John Perseus, an 


artist living in Miss Soolie’s boarding 
house, that those for whom Marcolf has 
prophecies tend to die rather suddenly. 
Three people die at the boarding house, 


including Miss Soolie. Sensing a link with 
Marcolf, Perseus sets out to solve the mys- 
tery—and do it fast, before the prophecy 
made for him catches up with him. Good, 
blood-chilling entertainment.

Involving himself with a web of 
plotting aimed at putting a hand on the 
works of the ancient Greek sculptor, Phi- 
dias, supposedly buried in a cave on the 
island of Kalymnos, lost to civilization for 


thousands of years. How the professor goes 
about the business of unearthing’ truth is 
a pure joy. This was originally published in 
Engiand under the title, The Myth Is Murder. 
Under either title it’s an absorbing adven- 
ture. 

An exciting piece of reading fare is Max 
Catto’s The Devil at Four O'Clock (William 
Morrow & Co.; 248 pages; $3.50). If you've 
read his previous novel, Gold in the Sky, 
you'll know just what to expect. Catto has 
put together a saintly Irish Catholic priest 
and three convicts—an Australian, a 
Frenchman, and an American Negro. The 
latter trio had stopped off on the volcanic 
island of Taluha while en route to their 
Tahiti prison. The Devil at Four O’Clock is a 
gripping tale of a man of God and three 
men guilty of manslaughter, all of whom 
elected to stay behind to rescue the young 
inhabitants of a leper colony and its medi- 


cal staff from the destructive path of a 
voleano’s rage. Catto’s writing is sharply 
clear. He tells a story, portrays his char- 


acters, and points up a moral with equal 
facility.
